ALD. HOWELL MAKES A DENIAL, 


He Says He Was Not in the Council When 

the Ordinance Was Passed. 

The following letter was received yesterday 
by Tue Trisune signed ** Republican, Thirty- 
third Ward’’: 

: **T see by an editorial in today’s issue of 
Tus Trreune that Ald: Howell of the Thirty- 
third Ward is charged with having voted for 
the notorious Watson-Metropolitan gas ordi- 
nance. Mr. Howell is a candidate for reélec- 
tion and this charge is—being used against 
him undoubtedly greatly to hisinjury. He 
has stated publicly that he did not vote for 

‘that ordinance and that he was not present in 
the Council at the time the ordinance was put 
to vote.

It is 
the recollection of the reporter for THE TRIBUNE 
that he voted for the ordinance as a whole, and 
that agrees with therecord.

MULVIMILL STORY IS DENIED. 


Report That He Was to Receive $4,000 for 
Vote in the Council 

‘A story was printed yesterday to the effect 
that if Ald. Jeremiah Mulvihill had lived he 
would have received $4,000 for his vote on 
some ordinance in the City Council. The 
story gave Miss Cochran, a niece of Mr. Mul- 
vihill, as authority for the statement. It was 
said that she made the assertion: 

“My aunt thinks it is too bad that poor 
Uncle Jerry should have been killed just at. 
this particular time. He was promised 
| $4,000 for his vote in connection witha cer- 
tain thing that has come up in the Council, 
and he would have got it had he lived. The 
matter I refer to bas gone through all right, 
though, and ory annt expects to get at least 
half what was promised my uncle,” ~ 

To a reporter for Tas TxiIBuNE Mrs, Cole- 
son of No. 4104 Drexel boulevard said last 
night: “* Miss Cochran, in the presence of 
myself and two or three girls, said, ‘It is too 
bad my uncle died beforé the Council meets 
again, as he was to get $4,000 for his vote. 

Last night Mrs, Mulvihill said: “I never 
said a word about getting money for anything 
my husband had done in connection with the 
Council. A committee of Foresters came to 
see me a few days ago and talked about pay- 
ing me some money. This morning when 
a young man called and asked me 
whether { had received any money 
I supposed he was a Forester, and told him I 
had not, but that I expected to get some. a 
never heard of the Watson gas ordinance. 

Miss Cochran said last night at her home, 
No. 6425 Champlain avenue: “I have noth- 
ing to say to reporters about that matter. If 
that woman (meaning Mrs. Carleson) used 
the words attributed to her /aboutyme, she is a 
confirmed liar. knew nothing and said 
nothing about that affair.”

WILL PAY A DIVIDEND 


PROFITS OF THE FAIR WILL GIVE 
STOOKHOLDERS 10 PER OENT. 


Directors Hear the Report of Their Fin- 
ance Committee as to the Net Sum in 
the Treasury of the Corporation—Ques- 
tion. Raised as to Whether the Govern- 
ment Can Enforce a Claim on Account 
of Sunday Opening — Differing Legal 
Views—Position Taken by the Directory. 

Unless some unforeseen event shall inter- 
vene the stockholders of the Columbian Ex- 
position will receive a dividend of at least 10 
per cent upon their stock certificates. In the 
minds of the directors there seems to be noth- 
ing in the way of making this disposition of 
the funds on hand, and it is expected that in 
less than sixty days the stockhoiders will re- 
ceive their money. 

There is a possibility of government inter- 
ference, but this is not at all likely. The reso- 
lution of May 16, 1893, wherein the directory 
pledged itself to return to the government 
$1,929,120 in return for disregarding 
the government’s Sunday closing pro- 
vision in its appropriation of souvenir 
coins, is not thought binding by the 
directors. It/was considered a moral rather 


than a legal 6bligation, and no attention will 


be paid to it by the board. 

There are others conversant with Exposi- 
tion affairs who think that. the government 
has cause for action should the Secretary of 
the Treasury or Attorney-General choose to 
bring the matter into court. It is generally 
agreed that should the government fail to 
act untilafter the money had been paid to the 
stockholders the matter would of: necessity 
drop there. The directory evidently does not 
fear government interference, as there seems 
to be little hurry in declaring and paying the 
dividend néw in sight. 

This matter would have been disposed of at 
yesterday’s meeting of the board had there 
been a quorum present. As it was there were 
but eighteen out of a necessary twenty-four 
members present. Some are in Europe, 
many in other parts of America,:and a few 
of the directors still in the city failed to at- 
tend. The report of the Finance committee 
was read and discussed informally, as was the 
dividend propositiun, but no action was taken 
with regard to either the report or the divi- 
dends. President Higinbotham thought the 
dividend to stockholders would be between 11 
and 13 per cent and that it would be paid 
within sixty days. Other directors expressed 
the same opinion. Soliciter-General Edwin 


Walker gave his opinion that the dividend | 


could be declared as soon as the board thought 
it practicable. 


Finance Committee's Report. 
The estimate of the dividend to stockhold- 


ers is based upon the report of the Finance | 


committee, which was as follows: 

** Your Committee on Finance beg leave to 
report that they have carefully examined the 
report of the Auditor showing asséts and lia- 
bilities of the corporation; that at a meeting 
of your committee held for that purpose there 
were present the President, the Acting Audit- 
or,and the Solicitor-General, and a most 
thorough examination was madeof the pres- 
ent financial condition of your corporation. 

‘It was found that the assets, including 
cash now in the treasury, together with a con- 
servative estimate of the assets believed to be 
good, amount to one million seven hundred 
and thirty thousand two hundred and seventy- 
five dollars and fifteen cents ($1,730,275.15) 
and the: estimated liabilities, three hundred 
and sixty-six thousand two hundred and two 
dollars and forty-three cents ($366,202.48). 
In the estimates of liabilities we considered 
the amount of claims already filed and ad- 
mitted to be proper indebtedness of the cor- 
poration, together with other claims upon 
which actions have been brought and are now 
pending in the several courts, as well as an 
estimate of costs of administration, including 
the pay-rolls tothe Ist of May next. After 
charging your corporation with such esti- 
mated liabilities we report a net balance of 
one million three hundred and sixty-four 
thousand seventy-two dollars and seventy-two 
cents ($1,364,072.72).” ¢ 

Money Due for Sunday Opening. 

The surplus of $1,364,072.72 istheamount 
claimed to belong morally and legally to the 
government under the provisions of the May 
16 reaolution, which reads as follows: 

Resolved, .f er, That in case: the above 
[Sunday opening resolution] is carried into effect 
this corporataon pledges and obligates itself to 
return to the government ou demand that por- 
tion of the appropriation received by virtue of 
the act of Aug. 5, 1892; to wit.: -The sum of 
$1,929,120 from and out of the net receipts. of 
this corporation after the payment of all just 
and valid debts and obligations, and before any 
payments shall be made tothe stockholders o 
the city of Chicago. 

The directory claimed at the time. that the 
Sunday closing clause in the souvenir coin ap- 
propriation and after that the withdrawal of 
$570,880 for awards was a violation of the 
agreement between Congress and the Exposi- 
tion. Coins were received after that and it is 
claifned by several lawyers that the board 
practically acknowledged an obligation to the 
government when the resolution to return the 
money was passed. By that action it is said 
the directory waived any violation of contract 
on the part of the governnient. May 29 the 
Clingman injunction case prevented the clos- 
ing of the Fair Sundays in pursuance to a 
resolution passed by the board rescinding the 
rule of May 16. Since the Appellate Court 
has decided that Judge Stein, . who 
granted the Clingman injunction, had 
no jurisdiction it is argued that 
the rescinding rule would have no force in the 


' premises and that the resolution of May 16 


still holds good, 


U. H. Aldrich is of the opinion that the gov- } 


ernment could compel the payment of the net 
balance funds on hand should proper steps be 
taken before the money was otherwise dis- 
posed of. He did not think such action would 
be taken. 

J. L. High, who was also interestéd in the 
legal question brought before the directory, 
thinks the Secretary of the Treasury or the 
Attorney-General could find cause for suit to 
protect government interests. He believes 
the resolution would hold good and that pay- 
ment could be compelled. That the directors 
found Sunday opening a failure and tried to 
rescind the rule, but failed, he thinks, would 
have little effect. 

Claim Could Not Be Collected. 


Solicitor General Walker takes the other 
view, of the case. He says the obligation was 
moral and not tegal, and could not be con- 
sidered in the nature of a contract. He does 
not believe the government could -collect the 
amount. The only question before the board 
was as to the time of declaring the dividend, 
and not as to its legality. Find out the 
amount and pay it, is all there is to the ques. 
tion, and Mr. Walker has told the directors so, 
Says Mr. Walker: | 

‘*Should the government begin suit’ to re. 
cover, we would file a counter claim for the 
amount withheld from the appropriation for 
awards. and I am certain we could recover, [ 
have filed a claim in Washington for 
the unexpended balance . of 
$570,880 and believe we will 
get $100,000 or more of it. We have filed a 
protest against the turning over of that bal- 


ance to the National Commission or any other | 


body. So faras the resolution pledging the 
repayment of the money is concerned in the 
question that has no force whatever. There 
is no possibility that the government could 
recover the money.”

TO OPERATE ELEVATORS AT CHICAGO, 


New Concern with $3,000,000 Capital In- 
corporated Under New York Laws, 

Aupany. N. Y., Feb. 9.—([Special,]—The 
Chicago Railway Terminal Elevator com- 
pany has been incorporated under the laws of 
the State of New York to carry on the busi- 
ness of warehousemen, merchants, and 
operators of grain elevators and storehouses 
at Chicago, Ill., and its vicinity, and gener-, 
ally to carry on any legal business incident 
thereto. The capital is $3,000,000, one-half 
of which shall be preferred and the other half 
common stock. The preferred shall be en- 
titled to non-cumulative dividends at the rate 
of 6144 per cent per annum before any divi- 
dend shall be paid upon common stock, and 
shall also be preferred as to the capital and re- 
deemable at the option of thecompany at any 
time at a premium of 5 percent. The profits 
shall be devoted to the payment of the non- 
cumulative dividend on the preferred of 614 
per cent, on the common at the rate of 4 per 
cent, and to the accumulation of a reserve 
fund equal in amount to two years’ dividends 
to keep up the dividends on the preferred 
stock, and to making up a dividend on com- 
mon to 6 per cent. Any residue shall be di- 
vided in®hree parts and be applied one-third 
each in further division of common and pre- 
ferred stocks and one to the trustees of a pro- 
posed mortgage or trust deed securing an 
issue of $2,500,000 of first mortgage bonds 
of the company as a sinking fund for the re- 
demption of any such bonds. The principal 
offices are in New York and Chicago and an 
agency is to be maintained in London. Two 
directors shall be resident in England. The 
directors, each of whom take five of the $100 
shares, are: 

Frederick W. Whiteridge, Willard Brown, 
Edwin T. Rice Jr., Charlies H. Ludington Jr., 
James M. Drake, William R. Whitner, T. Ludlow

EDISON COMPANY AGAIN VICTORIOUS. 


United States Court Decides a Suit for In- 
fringement of the Incandescent Lamp. 
Boston, Mass., Feb. 9.—A decision was 

rendered today by the United States Circuit 

Court of Appeals in favor of the Edison Elec- 

tric Light company against the Davis elec- 

trical works and others. The suit was 
brought by the Edison company for the al- 
leged infringement of its incandescent lamp 
patent. The Edison company claimed .the 

Davis company bought ap lamps that were 

worn out by use, with the filament destroyed, 

which they purchased at a small price and 
after reconstructing them sold them as re- 
paired lamps. 

Duuvurn, Minn., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—The 
control of the Duluth-Superior telephone sys- 
tem has passed into the hands of Chicago par- 
ties by a sale made today of the interest of H. 
C. Kendal. The purchasers, are, it is 
said, identified with the -Bell-Edison 
company, which has already a. one-third 
holding of the stock of the company. The 
remaining interests were divided into thirds 
and held by H. C. Kendal, C. H. Graves, and 
Walter Van Brunt, ail of Duluth. The sale 
of the Kendal interests to the Chicago peo- 
ple would give them control of the system. 
The company has exclusive franchises in Du- 
luth and Superior, and the sale of the Kendal 
stock was ata price considerably above. par. 


IRON MERCHANT COMMITS SUICIDE. 


A, Willard Humphreys of New York Takes 
His Own Life in New Hampshire, 

Keenz, N. H., Feb. 9.—A. Willard Hum- 
phreys, President of the Sterling iron. works 
of New York City, ‘committed suicide by 
shooting himself in his room at the hotel in 
Winchester about 7:30 this morning. Mr. 
Humphreys was 75 years of age and resided 
at No. 71 Columbia Heights, Brooklyn. He 
is survived by a widow and one gon, who is: a 
professor at Princeton. 

New York,. Feb. 9.—[Special.]—Willard 
Humphreys, a son of A. Willard Humphreys, 
was seen at his home in Brvoklyn tonight. 
The latter had been a member of the firm of 
Bush & Co., brokers and commission mer- 
chants,.of No. 50 Broadway, this city, for the 
last four years. He was Vice-President of the 
Sterling Iron and Railway company previous 
to 1890. The son said his father 
had been nervous and had been subject to fits 
of despondency. He wasalso worried about 
his business, which had not been successful 
lately. Mr. Humphreys left his home for 
Winchester, N. H., Thursday to attend to 
some business connected with property his 
wife owned there. He said he would be back 
the following day. Mr. Humphreys was a 
man of cultivated literary taste and belonged 
to a number of the leading clubs of this city,

ALTGELD’S TRIP TO THE HOT 
SPRINGS BRINGS A SENSATION. 


The Lieutenant-Governor Has Been Ig. 
nored by the Chief Executive of the 
Commonwealth When on Recent Occa- 
sions He Went Beyond the State Lines, 
So This Time the Constitutijn Is to Be 
Obeyed=—Explanation of the Secretary= 
A Speedy Return Is Prophesied. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Feb, 9.—[Special, ]— 

Lieut.-Gov, Joseph B. Gill, accompanied by 

Mrs. Gill, arrived here at noon today. His 

appearance was somewhat ‘unexpected, for 

although Gov, Altgeld is now out of the State 
he neglected to invite the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor to the Executive chair during his ab- 
sence, and the latter personage was not pre. 
sumed to know of the departure of his Excel- 
lency. Gov. Altgeld, in company with Mrs. 


. Altgeld, left for Hot Springs, Ark., yesterday 


afternoon, and it was well understood here 
that he would not ask Lieut.-Govy. Gill to fill 
the vacant chair, but that it was his plan to 
transact the executive business by means of 
the telegraph and Col, Dose, his private 
secretary. | 

Every since Shadrach Bond was Governor 
of Illinois it has been the custom of the Gov- 
ernor on going beyond the borders of the 
State even for a day to notify the Secretary 
of State of his intended departure so that the 
Lieutenant-Governor might perform the du- 
ties of the office. When Gov. Altgeld went 
South soon after his inauguration he filed the 
customary notice and Lieut.-Gov. Gill be- 
came acting Governor. That Gov. Gill’s 
management of the office, however, did not 
altogether please Gov. Altgeld is well 
remembered and since then, although 
he has left the State on a number of occa- 
sions, he has never made any official record 
of the fact, nor has Mr. Gill had the honor 
of bemg Acting Governor. 


Where the Constitution Came In. 


The Constitution of the State has this to 
say: o 

In case of the death, conviction, or impeach- 
ment, failure to qualify. resignation, absence 
from the State, or disability of the Governor the 
powers, duties, and emoluments of the office for 
the residue of the term or until the disability 
shall be removed shall devolve upon the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. 

There is no other provision on the subject 
either in the Constitution or the statutes, and 
the Lieutenant-Governor, if he fails to re- 
ceive official notice of the fact, must watch 
the newspapers to know when the Governor 
leaves the State. The latter thing Mr. Gill 
appears to have done, for as soon as he read 
a Springfield. dispatch saying Gov. Altgeld 
was going to spend two or three weéks at Hot 
Springs he concluded that he might be need- 
ed here and accordingly boarded the first 
train for the State capital. 

This afternoon he went over to the State 
House and had a talk with Private Secretary 
Dose. It was far from satisfactory. After 
it was over Col. Dose said: ‘Gov. Altgeld 
did not notify Lieut.-Gov. Gill. of his de- 
parture because he did not think it necessary. 
It had been his intention originally to stay at 
Hot Springs for so1ne time, and in that event 
he would have left the customary notice; but 
at the last moment his physician advised him 
to go to another resort and not to Hot Springs. 
However, he had already arranged to go with

Lieutenant-Governor, as he thought it would 


be unnecessary. Lieut.-Gov. Gill appears to 


think he has been purposely ignored, but 
Gov, Altgeld certainly intended no affront.”’ 
Mr; Gill Says He Is Governor. 

Late this evening Lieut.-Gov. Gill was 
found at the Leland Hotel. It was in the 
mouth of everybody in the hotel lobby that 
Gill will surprise Gov, Altgeld by taking pos- 
session of the executive office tomorrow. The 
Lieutenant-Governor was asked if it was so. 

‘‘T am here to obey the Constitution,’”’ he 
‘“‘ Under the Constitution lam now 
Governor of Illinois.”’ 

‘* Were you officially notified of the Govern- 
or’s intention to leave the State? ”’ 

‘*T-had no notice whatever. The first in- 
timation I had of it was a newspaper dis- 
patch. The Constitution says the Lieutenant- 
Governor shall perform the duties of the 
Governor 1n case of the latter’s absence from. 
the State, and that is the reasom.J am here.”’ 

** Will you take possession of the executive 
office tomorrow morning?”’ 

“JT am here to perform my duty as Gov- 
ernor. As to the honor of filling the office for 
a few days, I care nothing; I merely want to 
do my duty.”’ 

Will Not Be Snubbed Any More, 


A close personal and political friend of the 
Lieutenant-Governor said: “Joe Gill has 
made up his mind not to be snubbed and 
ignored by Gov. Altgeld any longer. Altgeld 
is jealous of’ Gill’s popularity in Southern 
Illinois and he wants to humiliate him. With- 
in the last few months Altgeld has been out 
of the State for several days on at least two 
occasions, and this makes the third time and 
he has persistently ignored Gill. 

““ Now, Joe Gill doesn’t like that kind of 
treatment, especially as under the Constitu- 
tion he is entitled to the office :of Governor 
during the absence of the Chief Executive. 
He will simply obey the Constitution.” 

The general impression tonight is that 
Gov. Altgeld will start for home the moment 
he hears of Lieut.-Gov. Gill’s ascension to the 
throne. There are likely to be some interest- 
ing developments tomorrow, 

The presence of Mrs. Gill with the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor started the rumor tonight that 
they will take charge of the Executive 
Mansion, Mrs. Altgeld having gone South 
with her husband; but Mr. Gill only laughed 
at this story. 


WILL ATTEMPT TO BREAK RICE’S WILL. 


Search for a Winnebago Squaw Said to Have 
Been His Wife Under Way. 

Sr. Paun, Minn., Feb. 9.—There was a 
great deal of indignation here today over the 
attempt being made to break the will of 
Henry M. Rice, who died at San Antonio, 
Tex., Jan. 15. Mr. Rice at one time repre- 
sented Minnesota in the United States 
Senate and was for more than fifty 
years one of St. Paul’s leading citizens. 
He was married over thirty years ago and had 
a large family. The story comes from Sioux 
City that a St. Paul lawyer is there searching 
for a Winnebago squaw, 76 years of age, who 
claiins to be the widow of Mr, Rice by a com- 
mon law marriage. The story goes on to re- 
late that Mr. Rice was united to this woman 
under the Indian ritual, that they lived to- 
gether several years, and that there were two 
children. Old settlers of St. Paul say 
Mr. Rice, like several dozen others of the 
pioneers of Minnesota, may have been indis- 
creét back in the ’30s and °40s, but they deny 
that he was ever married toasquaw. The 
woman who is sought as an instrument for 
the breaking of Mr. Rice’s will removed with 
the Winnebago tribe to Iowa more than thirty 
years ago. The Rice estate is valued at about 
$2,000,000.

‘Heavy Competition to Meet. 

Today as never before the American.wheat 
grower is obliged to compete with 
rai in Russia, in other partsof Eastern 
Europe, in India, in Australia and New 
Zealand, in Argentine and Chile. A few years 
ago the surplus from the great Russian crop 
could be marketed advantageously only dur- 
ing the period of navigation when river boats 
could carry the grain to Baltic and Black Sea 
ports, and it was the rule that during the win- 
ter months the frozen waters made it im- 
possible to send cargoes to consuming 
countries which are obliged to depend upon 
unported supplies. Today railroads thread 
the empire, carrying grain in the dead of win- 
ter into Germany and other countries to the 
west of it, and the servants of the Czar are 
even pushing the iron rails entirely across the 
unknown stretches of Siberia to the Pacific 
; Ocean. Ina period of eleven years the ex- 
ports of wheat from Russia to Germany alone 
increased tenfold. In other words, dumng 
1880 the country first named shipped to Ger- 
many 55,600 tons’ of wheat,and in 1891 
the official figures had grown to 515,212 
tons. 

Turning to the New World the rapid ad- 
vances in wheat production in the Argentine 
Republic are remarkable and in estimating 
the world’s supply it must henceforth be con- 
sidered one of the food-producing countries 
of the Western Hemisphere. The latest offi- 
cial report from the United States Consul 
shows that during the space of twelve months 
the total area under all crops increased 1,375,- 
900 acres, Until recently, owing to the lack 
of adequate means of transportation, it was 
difficult to get wheat from the interior to the 
seaboard, but this is much easier now. Indi- 
cating the growth of wheat exports 
from Argentina, returns show that 
in 1882, ecarcely a dozen years 


two years later this had grown to 108,000 
tons; in 1887 the exports were 258,000 tons; 
in 1801 they were 395,000 tons; and during 
nine months’ of 1892 439,000 tons were 
shipped from her seaports. Nor do the coun- 
tries named compass the possibilities of the 
world’s wheat production, Only recently the 
public prints have called attention to satis- 
factory experiments in raising wheat in the 
table lands of Eastern Africa, arich section 
of country awaiting the advent of railways 
and twentieth-century enterprise. There may 
be much in the fears that dollar wheat can- 
not be reasonably expected here uniess in 
times of unusual and temporary famine or 
war between the great powers. | 


Other Commodities Cheaper Too, | 


In contemplating present extremely low 
prices for wheat and comparing them with 
those of two or three decades ago it can be 
done intelligently only by taking into consid- 
eration the  yemaemga power of a given quan- 
tity then and now. ‘True, wheat is selling in 
this market at present, and has been for six 
months past, around 60 cents a bushel, while 
thirty years ago No. 2 spring was quoted at 
$1.11 to $1.12 a bushel, or nearly double. 
But the advantage then was by no means all 
on the side of the producer, who was in turn 
obligdd to pay much more for needed sup- 
plies. For example, the market price for 
brown sheetings thirty years ago was 40 to 
43 cents a yard and today they are selling at. 
4% to 5 cents; calicoes for his daughters sold 
at 18 to 24 cents and now they are so cheap 
at 54¢ cents that he dresses his family in bet- 
ter materials. Good Rio coffee was 35 to 36’ 
cents and now the same grades are 22 
to 24 cents; granulated sugar 1844 cents, 
-against 44¢ cents today; Young Hyson 
tea $1.30 to $1.60, and now 30 cents; 
winter- wheat flour cost $7.50 to $8.25 a bar- 
rel, against $3 now, and salt $1.85, against 
haif that. To build his house the farmer was 
obliged to pay $10 to $12 for brick, and to- 
day they are selling at $5 and $6; to heat his 
house with hard coal, should he care to do it, 
he must pay $10 to $12 for hard coal, and 
today it is selling at $7; and to light his house 
refined carbon oil cost 57 to 60 cents in a 
large way compared with 7¢ cents at pres- 

ent. Ifa frame building was projected the nails 
used in its construction cost $6.25 to $7.50a 
keg,and today they can be bought on the basis 

of $1.25; and white lead in oil, used for paint- 
ing, cost 124¢ cents, against scarcely 6 cents 
now. The housewife could not have a sewing 
machine because a good one cost $80 or 
‘more, while now there are desirable machines 
at $30. The difference in the cost of farm 
wagons is just about as pronounced. Thirty 
years ago a reaper used in cutting his wheat 
cost the farmer perhaps $150, the 

use of four horses to draw it, and the 
labor of two men, to say nothing of three, 

five, or seven others who followed binding the 
grain. Today a perfected harvesting machine 
costs perhaps as much, but only one man tis 
required to operate it, two horses instead of 
four draw it, and the labor is saved of ali the 
binders, - Thus the list might be enlarged at 
great length. but enough has-been shown to 
indicate that the purchasing power of a bushel 
of wheat is much greater than a generation 
ago. An average price of more than a dozen 
staples named in the foregoing, all necessary 
to the farmer, compared with present cost to 
him proves that $1 today will go as far as 
$2.25 at a time when the produce of the farm 
and the purchases of the farmer were inflated 
in price far above the present. There are two 
sides to the problem of low prices for wheat, 
whether these be temporary or permanent. 


CONFIDENT FEELING AT HONOLULU. 


Beljef That Efforts at Washington to Re- 
store Queen Lil Have Ended. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 9.—The schooner 
Aloha arrived tonight from Honolulu, bring- 
ing the following advices from the United 
Press correspondent: 

*“ HowoLtutyv, Jan. 23.—Dates to Jan. 18 
were brought on the 20th by the Mafiposa. 
President Cleveland’s message of the 12th 
was received, together with his latest instruc- 
tions to Minister Willis.. The supporters of 
the provisional government understand by 
the attitude of Congress that all endeavors at 
Washington to restore the Hawaiian monarchy 
have definitely come toan end. Among them 
accordingly a feeling of confidence and satis- 
faction prevails. The royalists are silent. 

‘“* An interview. with government Ministers 
made it cleat that no movement towards a 
constitutional organization of the government 
is at all likely to be taken up at present; and 
such action will be postponed until more 
detinite knowledge is gained of the disposi- 
tion of Congress and the administration 
towards granting Hawaii some form of polit- 
ical union. 

“The Star of the 19th urged an enlargement 
of the Advisory Council to twenty-four and 
referring the filling of all vacancies to the 
mass-meeting, from which all original legis- 
lative titles were derived. The government 
is fully satisfied that the great. body of its in- 
telligent supporters are thoroughly opposed 
to such irregular methods and ‘to everything 
of a revolutionary nature.

New York, Feb. 9.—[Special.]—The forces 
of the Salvation Army have just been 
strengthened by one of the most notable con- 
verts it has ever had. This time it 1s a mem- 
ber of aroyal family, Prince Galatzine of 
Russia, who has succumbed to the earnest re- 
quests of the lads and lasses to live a better 
life. Prince Galatzine has not only been con- 
verted, but has consecrated himself to the 
work of the army for life. He will thus sever 
his family connections, reject all earthly 
honors, give up home, income, and comfort 
for the salvation of mankind in Siberia. 

Prince Galatzine was first heard of in thts 
country when he arrived in Washington, early 
in October. It was his first visit to America, 
and he intended remaining here a year. He 
was ona journey around the world for the 
Imperial Geographical Society of St. Peters- 
burg, which city he left nearly three years 
ago. He had been to India, Thibet, China, 
and Japan, and crossed the Pacific to San 
Francisco, where he arrived in September. 

At Washington he was warmly greeted by 
society. He attracted much attention by say- 
ing that his next journey would be from the 
eastern terminus of the Trans-Siberian rail- 
road, along its proposed route to Bering 


try to pass through British Columbia into the 
United States. 

During his stay in Washington Prince Gal- 
atzine happened one evening to attend.a 
meeting of the Salvation Army. He was im- 
pressed with their ways, and when he went 
again last week Staff-Captain Patty Watkins 
of this city was in charge of the meeting. 
Staff-Captain Watkins isa beautiful woman 
with large, soulful brown eyes. The eloquence 
of those orbs and the soulful pleadings of her 
words won the Prince, and he declared that he 
was converted. 

The Prince canceled all his Washington 
engagements and came to New York yester- 
day. He registered Yat the Windsor Hotel. 
Then he went direct to the Saivation Army 
headquarters in Reade street, where he had a 
long talk with Commander and Mrs. Balling- 
ton Booth. As he desired to attend a meet- 
ing last night he was taken to the army cita- 
del on Fourth avenue, opposite Eighth street, 
where Capt. Patty Watkins isin charge. The 
two met again, and near the end of the meet- 
ing the Prince came forward and consecrated 
himself to the army, 

Early this morning Prince Galatzine again 
went to headquarters and became a member. 
He told Commander Booth he was going to 
stay with the army for life and had in pros- 
pect the opening of salvation work in Russia 
and Siberia. “Over this district Commander 
Booth has no jurisdiction, so he bade the

Therefore, he felt justified in say- 
ing that there was no actual reserve in the 
Treasury. There was a bookkeeping nomi- 
nal reserve; but there was no bona fide re- 
serve. In lieu of the bill reported by Mr. 
Bland for tiding the government over its pres- 
ent financial distrecs, he guggested several 
methods of raising revenue. If members 
would only eliminate their/Congressional dis- 
tricts and forget that there ‘was going to be an 
election, and vote for a revenue tariff, the 
difficuity would be largely obviated. To be- 
gin with, he advocated the practice of more 
rigid economy, and also suggested that the 
salaries of all government officers, including 
members of Congress, receiving over $2,500 
per annum be lowered by 25 pertent. He 
wanted a tax of one cent a pound on sugar, 
and also favored a higher tax or whisky. e 
also advocated a-heavy tax on beer{ and a tax 
on coffee and tea. An income af $56,000,- 
000 annually could be collected from those 
three articles. Another way of meeting the 
temporary deficit was by making temporary 
loans. He favored the issue of loan certifi- 
cates at a lowgrate of interest and redeemable 
at the option of the government.

| JUSTICE C. D. LONG’S PENSION CASE, 


Commissioner Lochren Files His Answer 
to the Order of the Court. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. §8.—Commissioner 
of Pensions Lochrem today filed his answer in 
the case of Judge Charles D. Long of Michi- 
gan, upon an order from the Supreme Court 
of the District requiring the Commissioner to 
show cause why he should not be restrained 
from proceeding further against Judge Long 
under the notice given him Jan. 5; 1894, to 
produce additional proofs as to his mght 
to a pension of $72 per month, or 
from reducing, or attempting to 
reduce, or from modifymg or dis- 
turbing the pension. Commissioner 
Lochren admits the wounds received by Judge 
Long, but denies that he is thereby in- 
capacitated from performing such. manual 
labor as may be performed by a person hav- 
ing only one arm, He denies that Judge 
Long’s pension certificate was regularly or 
legally issued, and says consequently Judge 
Long now holds no legal pension certificate, 
and’ is not entitled to the payment of any 

nsion until restoration and acceptance by 

im of the: last previous legal certificate. 
He further suggests that if a Commissioner of 
Pensions has no power to rehear an applica- 
tion fora pension upon the same evideace 
which was before his predecessor, then for 
that reason also the two pensfon certificates 
awarded by Commissioner Tanner to Judge 
Long were absolutely void. 

The Commissioner asserts that his decision 
was openly and publicly and not 
secretly made; and avers that no 
final decision will be made by him 
in the case of Judge Long until 
after the expiration of the thirty days’ notice 
given him Jan. 4, 1894, and that all evidence 
that may be meanwhile presented by Judge 
Long will be fully, fairly, and carefully con- 
sidered.. Commissioner Lochren “further de- 
clares that if any application to che courts in 
the premises were in any case permissible de- 
fendant believes that such application is pre- 
mature prior to the final decision by said Sec- 
retary of the Interior; and the Commissioner 
avers that the court has no jurisdiction to 
enjoin him from exercising his statutory au- 
thority. 

Arguments will be heard before Judge Cox 
of the District Supreme bench next Monday 
oti the question of qranting the injunction 
prayed for by Judge Long.

CONGRESSMAN HOUK’S STRANGE DEATH. 


The Ohio Representative Suddenly Ex- 
pires at Washington, — 

Wasuinetoy, D. C., Feb. 9.—[Special.]— 
There isa mystery surrounding the sudden 
death of Representative Houk of Ohio at No. 
1627 Connecticut avenue today which the 
District ot Columbia authorities propose to 
investigate. With this end in view the Cor- 
oner has postponed an autopsy over the re- 
mains until tomorrow, and meanwhile the 
police will have charge of the premises on 
which the Ohio Congressman died and where 
he was visiting at the time. He fell to 
the floor and expired in a few moments. 
**Judge’’ Houk, as he was known in. the 
House, was a ‘portly, dignified-looxing Con- 
gressman, apparently in the most robust 
health, his white side whiskers giving him the 
appearance of a son of Albion. He was often 
rallied about his resemblance toa Britisher. 
He was nearing three score and ten,- but was 
a remarkably hale-looking, well-preserved 
Pennsylvanian, having been born in the Key- 
stone State in 1825. A Sergeant of police 
and Deputy Sergeant-at-Arms Ike Hill of the 
House of Representatives will continue in 
charge of -he remains until the result of 
the inquest tomorrow is promulgated. 
Judge Houk was apparently in the best of 
health this morning. He visited the House 
of Representatives and attended a mneting 
of the Inter-State Commerce committee, of 
which he was a prominent member, He was 
on the floor of the House during the session 
about an hour and then left the Capito! and 
Yepaired to his residence at No. 1336 I street, 
N. W: He remained there some time with 
his private secretary, Louis G. Olt, read over 
and revised a recent speech on the tariff fre- 
paratory to having it printed in pamphlet 
form. Judge Houk leaves a widow, one 
son, and two daughters. All his children are 
married. Final arrangements have not been 
completed for the funeral. 

[Judge Houk was born in Cumberland Coutty, 
Pa., Sept. 25, 1825. He removed when 2 years 
of age with his father to Ohio and settled at Day- 
ton, where he has resided ever since. He chose 
the law for a profession and formed a partner- 
ship with Peter P. Lowe. In 1860 he was a dele- 
gate to the famous Charleston-Baltimore conven- 
tion as a supporter of Douglas and from that 
time on was active in Democratic politics.

PLEADS FOR CHANGES. 


OARLISLE WANTS THE INOOME TAX 
SOHEME MATERIALLY MODIFIED, 


He Also Desires a Revenue of $30,000,000 
from Sugar, and Holds That Manu- 
factured Tobacco and Whisky Should 
Be Taxed More Liberally=Beer, How- 
ever, He Is Afraid to Touch=Coal and 
Iron Ore Senators Confident Their Local 
Industries Will Be Cared For, 

WasHineton, D.C., Feb. 9.—[Special.]— 

Secretary Carlisle was in conference with 

Chairman Voorhees and the members of the 

subcommittee on the tariff bill today. The 

Treasury officers who will have to administer 


the law do not think so favorably of the pro- 


posed sweeping changes in the classification 
and schedules as do the theorists on the com- 
mittee: They think the ad valorem system 
may be extended without mixing up all the 
existing classifications. Secretary Carlisle’s 
talk related more to the revenue features of the 
bill than to these details. He realizes, with 
the other Democrats, the impossibility of 
keeping the income tax out of the bill when 
it becomes a law, but he wants it modified so 
as to mean little or nothing. Carlisle wants 
the tolls of the Finance committee to get ut 
least $30,000,000 out of sugar; he wishes 
something more raised from manufactured 
tobacco, and would take all that he can get 
from whisky, though at one time he was 
against any increase in the whisky tax. Car- 
lisle is afraid to touch beer, notwithstanding 
that he leans to the opinion that it would be a 
sure means of increasing the revenue. The 
representatives of the beer trust are disturbed 
byAhe discovery that Mills sympathizes with 
the views of Jones of Arkansas. 

Evidences are seen that the visit of Have- 
meyér, the sugar trust magnate, will not be 
fruitless. 

The decision has not been reached to give a 
small discriminating duty on refined sugar, 
but Democratic Senators who professed to be 
bitterly hostile to such protection are in a 
more *‘ reasonable” frame of mind. 

Speculators Pleased. 

The obliging nature of some of the framers 
of the tariff bill isa boon to Wall street spec- 
ulators in‘sugar trust and whisky trust stock.

WANT THEIR INDUSTRIES PROTECTED 


Manufacturers Earnestly Urging That No 
Tariff Changes Be Made. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb, 9.—Washington is 
now well filled with men representing various 
industries that seek protection, and the mem- 
bers of this subcommittee are overrun with 
applications for interviews. ‘Today there ap- 
peared at the Senate end of the Capitol rep- 
resentatives of the Clark Thread company of 
Newark and the Barber Thread company of 
Paterson, N. J. Mr. Allen, representing the 
phosphorus works of Burlington County, New 
Jersey, is also in the city seeking to have the 
duty on his products retained. He says that 
his works are the only ones of the kind in this 
country and that the removal of protection 
will utterly ruin the business here, 

It is understood the tobacco schedules were 
prepared without reference tothe Treasury 
officials, who would be pleased to have some 
substantial changes made. The Secretary 
wants an increase in the tax on manufactured 
tobacco, for the reason that he believes it will 
yield more revenue to the’ government, ard 
the further reason, which appeals to the de- 
partment especially, that the tax will come in 
speedily and accrue to the advantage of the 
Treasury without having to go through a long 
period of waiting. The customs law of 1883 
fixed the tax on manufactured tobacco and 
smoking tobacco at eight cents a pound. The 
McKiniey act reduced this to six cents a 
pound, and the House Committee on Ways 
and Means left the provision unchanged. The 
Wilson bill, therefore, remains the same as 
the McKinley act in this item. 
The Secretary of the Treasury wants 
a decided increase, and the committee 
opposes it. ‘The . manufacturers. while 
opposing any increase at all, say thatif the 
law is changed they do not want the old law 
of eight cents, but prefer a revenue tax of 12 
cents. They ask this because in the arrange- 
ment of their packages for sale they can han- 
die their goods better at such a tax than by 
any amount between 6 and 12 cents. The in- 
dications are, however, that the committee 
will permit this item to remain unmolested. 

Whisky is still undecided upon, but an in- 
crease of some sort, it is now said, will posi- 
tively be made, and it may be that the figure 
heretofore given—$1.20 a gullon—will be 
reached, if indeed it not exceeded. That 
there wilf be a tax on sugar there is little 
doubt. but the exact figure has not been 
agreed upon. 

New York, Feb. 9.—A cablegram was re- 
ceived today by a firm of exporters from the 
Debeers Consolidated mine, Kimberley, South 
Africa, in which it was said: 

All manufacturers dealing with South Africa 
should take a stand against the bill before Con- 
gress proposing 8p additionai tariff on precious 
stones. If the bill passes the Sengte you may 4x- 
pect an almost prohibitive tariff here on Ameri- 
can goods. Communicate this cable to all large 
firms, and urge them to use their united influence 
immediately at Washington to prevent this in-

THINK IT IS A LOTTERY SCHEME, 


Police Arrest People Connected with Mon- 
tana Loan Investment Company. 

Charlies Smith, Richard Jones, and Ellen 
Smith, connected with the local office of the 
Montana Mining and Loan Investment com- 
pany, where arrested by Central officers yes- 
terday charged, according to the State stat- 
utes, with maintaining a lottery and selling 
lottery tickets. More arrests, it is claimed 
by the police, will follow today. The Mon- 
tana Mining and Loan Investment company 
has headquarters at Butte City, Mont., and 
branch offices in all the leading cities of the 
country. Hundreds of agents have been em- 
ployed in selling certificates. The Chicago 
office isin Room 325 of the Temple Court 
Building at Dearborn and Quincy streets. 
This office, it is said, is second in 
importance to the one in Butte City. 
Charles Smith is in charge of the local office. 
The Chicago office has been in operation for 
several months and, itis said, the entire city 
has been canvassed thoroughly by the agents. 
While those at the head of the concern declare 
it does not come within the reach of the lot- 
tery laws the police say they believe a strong 
case can be brought against them on that 
charge. The scheme of the company is unique 
in that its prizes on lucky numbers are in 
loans and not in gifts. A certificate sells for 
$1, and each one of the papers is numbered. 
On the 20th of each month a drawing is. con- 
ducted at Butte City. Several prizes, it is 
claimed, are given at each drawing which 
range from a $5 to a $10,000 loan. No 
security is asked of a person holding 
a prize certificate when the loan is 
made and the borrower is given nineteen 
years and five months in which to pay the 
debt. it is also represented by the agents, it 
is claimed, that in case a patron buys a certi- 
ficate each month for ten years and obtains no 
prize the investment will be fully refunded 
in Montana mining stocks. Each certificate 
is signed H. L. Haupt, the President of the 
company, who lives at Butte City. Recently 
great numbers of complaints have been made 
and Detectives Alexanderand Meyer of the 
Central Station were detailed to investigate 
the workings of the concern.

CITY MAY-USE THE LAKE WATER, 


Minnesota Supreme Court Decides Against 
the Water Power Company. 

Miwneapo.uis, Minn., Feb. 9.—[{Special.]— 
Judge Collins of the Supreme Court this 
afternoon handed down eight decisions, the 
most important of which is the onein favor 
of the City of St, Paul in the suit brought by 
the Minneapolis Millcompany and the St. 
Anthony Falls Water Power company of Min- 
neapolis to prevent the St, Paul Water Board 
from usmgthe water from Lake Vadnais. 
The Minneapolis company claimed that, as 
the lake is the source of Rice Creek, one of 
the tributaries of the Mississippi, it lowers 
the water in the river and is injurious to their 
interests. It has been figured that the use of 
water from the lake by St. Paul lowers the 
water in that body about 1-64 of an inch. 
Judge Collins affirms the decision of the 
lower courtin favor of St. Paul on public 
grounds. 

The case of Anthony Kelley et al. against 
the City of Minneapolis, to set aside assess- 
ments growing out of the construction of 
Fifth street bridge over the Great Northern 
tracks, opened this morning before Judge 
Elliott. The amount of money involved is 
$20,000.

NEW SCHOOL BUILDING'S USES 
CAUSE TROUBLE AT HIGHLAND.

Top Story of the Structure Turns Out to 
Be Admirably Suited for Chureh Pur- 
poses and Objectors Say This Was All

Rooxrorp, Ill., Feb, 9,—[Special.]—There 
1s trouble in Highland, a residence suburb ly- 
ing east of the city limits.

Last summer a 
$9,000 building was erected and the district 
was bonded for that amount. Now it is 
claimed that the whole plan was the work of 
Sunday-school people to secure @ place 
in which .to hold meetings. It is 
claimed ‘that the Sunday-school workers 
first suggested the idea of building the school- 
house, and that they opposed a $5,000 build- 
ing. The house was erected, dedicated, and 
opened, and the Sunday following, to the sur- 
prise of some people, a Sunday-school was 
held on the second floor of it, which was so 
arranged as to make it well adapted for 
church and Sunday-school purposes. Then a 
complaint was made about the district 
paying for the heating Sunday, and 
it was finally arranged to have 
the Sunday-school pay a small 
sum each Sunday for the coal consumed. 
Then some of the objectors began inquiring 
as to how it came that the upper part of the 
building was finished as it is, and they claim 
to have discovered that it was all done by the 
Sunday-school workers. They have no ob- 
jection to a Sunday-school, they say, but they 
don’t believe in the taxpayers of the district be- 
ing made to contribute toit in such a manner, 
The three school directors are W.C. Murt- 
feldt, Prof. Kern, and Mr., Lindvall. Mr. 
Murtfeldt’s wife is superintendent of the 
Sunday-sghoo!l. His term expires this spring, 
and the objectors propose to see if they can- 
not defeat him and elect some one who will 
make a fight against the Sunday-school being 
held in the schoolhouse.

ABRAHAM GOTTLIEB. health, He made no 
complaint, but went about his duties as 
usual. In the afternoon he went to the Rook- 
ery Building on business. He went in the 
Adams street entrance. Ashe passed through 
the several doors into the building he was sud- 
denly stricken withan illness which left him too 
weak to proceed further. He was Sbserved 
by F. N. Taylor, who is in charge of the 
Adams street elevators, to stagger to- 
ward the marble steps to the right of the 
entrance and seat himself upon them, Mr. 
Taylor went to him and asked him if he were 
ill, and offered to get him a glass of water. 
Mr. Gottlieb replied he was ill, but doubted 
whether the water was what he needed, 
Taylor went after the ‘water but when he re- 
turned Mr. Gottlieb was gasping for breath. 
Physicians were summoned, but before they 
arrived life was extinct. 

The remains were removed to the Gottlieb 
residence, No. 3420 Vernon avenue, last 
evening. It is said it was either heart dis- 
ease or apoplexy which caused death. 

R. T. Gottlieb, the eldest son, titst heard 
the sad news from Judge Bakerin a County 
Building court-room, The young man was 
serving.on the jury in the trial of Michael 
Kane for murder. It was about 7 p. m. when 
the jurors came into the court-room after a 
brief deliberation over the law and evidence. 
Judge Baker sat onthe bench and beckoned 
Juror Gottlieb to come near. With apparent 
anxiety the young man hurried forward andin 
a sympathetic whisper the Judge told him of 
the death. Mr. Gottlieb thanked the court 
and a few minutes later, after the jury had 
been discharged, left the court-room hastily. 

One of Mr. Gottlieb’s daughters is Mrs. 
Greenhut, wife of the President of the whisky 
trust, and another is Mrs, Woolner, who also 
lives at Peoria, Ill. 

[Abraham Gottlieb was a native of Tans, Bo- 
hemia. He was born in 1887. His father was a 
prominent merctant of Taus. The young man 
spent ten years at Pr e in the university and 
ey Homer ypo school. After completing his studies 

e spent seven years railroading, being for two 
years Assistant Engineer of the Emperor Francis 
Joseph railroad. In 1866 he came to this coun- 
try and located in Chicago. He spent several 
months doing drafting workin the offices of 
architects, and was for a time in the office of 
August Bauer. Mr. Gottlieb then became con- 
nected with the L. B. Boomer bridge works. 
This concern afterward became the American 
Bridge. company, and Mr. Gottlieb was its 
Chief Engineer until 1872. On severing his con- 
nection with this companv he became the 
Engineer. of the Keystone Bridge company of 
Pittsburg. He had charge of the West- 
ern .business of the house until 1878, 
when he was elected President and 
General Manager and moved to Pittsburg. 
He resided in Pittsburg until 1885, and then 
came back to Chicago and opened an. office for 
himself as<engineer and contractor. He had 
since resided here, and was consulting engineer 
of the Edgemoor bri works of iiimington, 
Del., andthe Mount Vernon Bridge company of 
Mount Vernon. O. During his connection with 
the American Bridge company he built the first 
bridge across the Missouri River at Omaha, the 
bridge across the same river at Leavenworth, 
and all the bridges on the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas railroad, also the bridges on the Inter- 
Colonial railroad of Texas. When connected 
with the Keystone Bridge company Mr. Gott- 
lieb built the bridge across the Ohio a 
Point Pleasant, Ya.; the bri at Hender- 
son, Ky., for the Louisville and Nashville road: 
the bridge at Plattsmouth, Neb., for the B. and 
M. road; the bridge at Blair, Ia.. for the North- 
western; the bridge over the Susquehanna for 
the B. and O.; the bridge over the Schuylkill for 
the Pennsylvania road; and the bridge over the 
Harlem River at New York for the Park Commis- 
sioners.

Splendid Discipline Maintained During 
Trying Times on KRoncador Reef=The 
Men Go Ashore in an Orderly Manner, 
Commander Heyerman Being the Last 
to Leave the Shipe—Lieut. Brainard, 
Who .Gets Relief for the Stranded 
Ship’s Company, Is a Chicago Boy.

9.—[Copyright, 1884, by James Gordon Ben- 
nett.|—Further particulars concerning the 
wreck of the Kearsarge show that magnificent 
disviplineg was maintained on board during 
the terrible scene that followed its striking on 
the reef. | 

It was about? o’clockin the evening of 

Feb. 2 that the cathead lookout reported 

breakers ahead andon the port bow. The 

ship was then steaming at half power and was 
under topsails, foregail, jib, and spanker, 
going with a nearly béam wind on the star- 
board tack, making about a ten knot speed. 

On hearing the hail, “Breakers ahead 

and on the port bow!’’ the vufficer of 

the deck ordered the helm aport, but it 
was-too lateto escape the reef and in an 
instant the ship struck with a force that jarred 
it from stem to stern and brought every soul 
on deck except those whose proper stations 
were below. The engines were at once backed, 
and simultaneously the sails were clewed up 
and the men sent aloft to furl them.) Then 

the topgallunt yards were sent down, {ol- 

lowed immediately by the topgallant masts. 

While these duties were being rapidly yet 
thoroughly dene the ship was pounding ter- 
ribly on the reef, the seas being heavy enough 
to lift it and let it down with tremendous 
force. It was useless to think of saving it, 
and all efforts were devoted to saving the 
ship’s company. The farther in shore it 
drove the legs it would feel the waves, The 
main pendant tackles were hooked into 
slings under the historic eleven-inch quarter- 
deck gun, which had been pivoted to port, and 
it was hoisted overboard to lighten the ship 
aft. Lieut. Walling had this duty to perform, 
with Cadet Stitt as assistant. To lighten the 
ship forward the Captain ordered Lieut.| Hood 
to cut away the foremast. The lanyards of 
the weather shrouds were cut and before the 
mast was wholly cut through above the deck it 
crashed over the side, carrying with it, as was 
expected, the main topmast and the main 
topsail yards, 

Oil Used to Calm the Sea. 


By this time the sea had forced the vessel 
farther up on the reef and it lay on its port 
bilge, the waves running high and breaking 
over the poop deck and its nearly submerged 
port rail. Attempts were made to lessen the 
breaking of the heavy sea by the use of oil 
over the stern, the effect being perceptible by 
the time the Waves had run as far forward as 
the mainmast. 3 

As it was impossible to tell how long the 
ship would hold together Lieut. Hood got a 
party of petty officers and seamen at work 
making rafts out of small spars, ladders, and 
gratings, and provisions were brought up on 
the forecastle from the hold. 

All night long the grinding and crashing of 
the hull on the reef went on. The great 
beams and live oak frames could heard 
snapping into kindling wood as ship 
pounded and plunged. It was a terriblé night. 
As the hull! yielded to the blows and the waves 
swept higher and higher it became necessary 


gether, but forward the men crowded beneath 
the forecastle, wet, weary, and bruised, and 
waited for morning. At daybreak fire was 
started in the galley and all hands had hard 
biscuits and coffee, Then they went to work 
to get ashore, « 

The gig was lowered and a volunteer crew, 
under Coxswain P, Deerey, tried to'take a 
line ashore through the surf. When the boat 
had nearly reached the shore the waves were 
so heavy that it was necessary to cut the line 
to save the boat from being swamped. ‘The 
gig then anchored just outside the last line of 
breakers and a line was floated ashore 
on a_i grating. Deerey and the gig’s 
crew got ashore and made fast the 
line to a solid piece of coral. 
The first catter and the second cutter had 
been swept from their davits and stove in. 
The steam launch was successfully put over- 
board, but was then stove in and sunk by the 
butt of the foremast, which was still floating 
alongside. The sailing launch and the third 
cutter were lowered on the lee side in gvod 
condition. 

Brainard Commands on the Beach. 


Lieut. Brainard took a volunteer crew in the 
suiling launch and pulled for the beach, get- 
ting through the breakers by the aid of the 
beach line already secured by the gig’s crew. 
The third cutter, Commanded by Ensign Ma- 
gruder, also got ashore by hauling on the 
beach line, Lieut. Brainard took charge of 
the party on the beach and collected every- 
thing that came ashore. All kinds of canned 
preyisions were lashed to gratings, ladders, 
ané@ light spars and were thrown overboard 
from the ship. The surf carried them upon 
the beach, where they were picked up and 
stowed in the boats. 

The whaleboat soon afterward came ashore 
with eight men, and at last the life-saving cat- 
amaran was rigged with double hauling lines 
and was pulled back and forth between the 
ship. and the shore, landing six or eight men 
each‘time. Ensign Gates and Lieut. Brain- 
ard, with some of their men, waded out into 
the surf and helped each party to the shore. 
Commanbiler Heyerman and Lieut. Forse were 
the last to leave the ship. 

When all were tanded a camp was formed, 

although they had no shade and shelter, Al- 
though no one was seriously injured all hands 
suffered. from minor cuts, bruises, and eéx- 
posure, All personal effects werelost. Many 
of the men had only one or two pieces of 
clothing. The fact that every one was saved 
through the heavy breakers was due largely to 
the excellent discipline of the entire ship’s 
company and the hard and brave work of 
every officer and man. 
- At 4 o’clock last Sunday afternoon Lieut. 
Brainard and Ensign Stitt, with eight men, 
left for Old Providence Island in the sailing 
launch, As he found there no craft suitable 
for the relief of the Kearearge’s crew Lieut. 
Brainard came to Colon in a small schooner, 
the Sea Spray, which he chartered at’ Old 
Providence. The City of Para sailed at noon 
today for Roncador Reef and Old Providence, 
and will bring all hands to Colon. They will 
probably arrive in New York Feb. 21. 

Lieut. Brainard is warm in praise of Col. 
Rives and Consul Pearcy. who aided him in 
getting relief for his shiprnates. The cable 
office at Colon kept open all night to aid the 
work. The only serious reason to fear for the 
safety of the Kearsarge’s crew is the lack of 
fresh water on the reef. It is believed, how- 
ever, that a supply can be obtained from the 
ship or that a sufficient amount can be dis- 
tilled from sea water.

BRAVE DEED OF A CHICAGO MAN, 
bticceeenens . 
Lieut. Brainard’s Heroism in Obtaining 
‘ Suecor for the Kearsarge. 

Wasutneron; D. C., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—A 
Chicagoan has covered himself with glory in 
the wreck of the United States steamer Kear- 
sarge and hereafter the name of Lieut. Brain- 
ard will be inscribed upon the roll of Ameri- 
can naval heroes. It was Mayor Harrison 
who made it possible for a Chicago boy to go 
to the Annapolis Naval Academy and subse- 
quently to be a means of sending succor to ship- 
mates wrecked on a treacherous reef, » 

Lieut. Brainard is a son of Dr. Brainard of 
Chicago, and was appointed a midshipman at 
the Naval Academy when Carter Harrison 
was in Congress. That the selection was a 
creditable one is demonstrated by the fact 
that when it became necessary to send some 
onein an open boat to the nearest shipping 
port, Lieut. Brainard was chosen for the 
journey of rescue. He did not, however, 
make for the nearest land, but steered his 
boat, and successfully, too, for the nearest 
port where a vessel could be chartered, which 
turned out to be Colon. : 

New York, Feb. 9.—[Special.]—It was of- 
ficially reported today at the offices of the 
Panama railroad company in this city that 
the Navy Department has chartered the City 
of Para to go to the relief of the crew of the 
wrecked cruiser Kearsarge. Secretary of the 
Navy Herbert at‘a late hour last night com- 
missioned the Panama railroad company to 
send the City of Para to Roncador Reef. 
This steamer is rather light, having just dis- 
charged its eargo, but the agents here are 
confident that it will make the run from 
Colon to Roneador Reef, a distance of 250 
miles, inside of twenty-four hours, as it isa 
fourteen-knot boat. It is expected it ‘will 
land the crew of the wrecked cruiser in Colon 
Sunday, having left that city today on its 
mission of rescue. 

E. A. Drake, the New York representative 
of the Panama railroad company, which con- 
trols and operates the vessels of the Pacific 
Mail Steamship company plying between 
Colon and New York, said tonight: ** When 
we received Secretary Herbert’s mes- 
sage Thursday afternoon we im- 
mediately communicated with our 
agent at Colon, The City of Para was the 
only availabie vessel in those waters, It was 
taking cargo preparatory to sailing *Feb, 14 
for New York, and that date a‘ number of ex- 
cursionists from the Pacific coast will take 
passage. In this particular case there is a de- 
viation from the course inasmuch as the 
steamship has to sail over 200 miles 
to the reef and return to Colon be. 
fore beginning its trip to New York. 
The insurance companies holding policies on 
the vessel immediately levied an additional 
premium of 144 per cent on its value and the 
value of the cargo from Colon to the reef and 
back. Altogether the expense imposed will 
amount to about $6,000. We will'also have 
to charge the government for the fares of the 
officers and men. Secretary Herbert knows 
the situation and has giveu his consent.”’ 


GEN, ROSSER’S ROMANCE. 


How a Rival in Love and War Outwitted 
-.. the Gallant Ruider. 5 
Washington Post: Gen, Thomas L. Rogser, 
who made such a gallant fight against Col. 
O’Ferrall, was one of the bravest and most 
dashing cavulry. officers in the Confederate 
service, as handsome as he was brave, and as 
adept in the art oi flirtation as he was skilled 
in the tactics of war. Among his numerous 
engagefents his raid on Beverly, W. Va., has 
lingered the longest in his memory, not so 
much because of the raid itself as of its de- 

nouement. 

In the wee swa’ hours of a certain night in 
January, 1862, a party of Union officers were 
indulging in the pleasures of a ball in the lit- 
tle town all unaware that the dashing Rosser 
with his cavalry was ridmg fast upon them. 
As they entered the town they made 
straight for the hall, which was the only 
lighted building at that time of night, and 
they went, too, with the din of exploding 
firearms and the blood-curdling Confed- 
erate yell. Gen. Rosser was riding at the 
head of his own column, and just . before 
they reached the hall, where consternation 
reigned equal to that that Byron tells about 
in Belgium’s Capital, he saw a lady and gen- 
tleman run across the street in front of his 
advancing column and disappear in a house, 
but in the excitement of the capture and the 
confiscation of such stores as he could take 
with him they were not pursued. 

About 9 o’clock that morning a mulatto boy 
brought hima note from Mrs. Blank asking 
the favor of his company to breakfast. He 
knew that meant a rebel sympathizer, so he 
wrote a courtly acceptance, although he was 
suffering from a slight wound which he had 
received during the mélée. Mrs. Blank was a 
lovely white-haired old lady of the Southern 
type, while her daughter—ah !—was simply ex- 
quisite and captivated without delay the heart: 
of the young cavairyman. ° Girls were no dif- 
ferent then than they are now, and given these 
romantic surroundings what more natural 
than a very pronounced flirtation? 

But the orderlies kept running in for in- 
structions, and‘ as Gen. Rosser’s annoyance 
was noticeable the young lady suggested 
that they go up-stairs to ‘* mother’s room ”’ 
and leave the mulatto boy to say that he was 
engaged. Well, the time of his stay was 
short; Union forces were gathering and the 
Confederates must leave that night. Vows of 
love and undying constancy were exchanged, 
and it was with a sadly shattered heart. that 
the doughty young General marched away a 
few hours later. 

At the close of the. war he went to Balti- 
more, where he was Made Superintendent oi 
the waterworks. One night at the hotel a | 
friend introduced him to Capt. Brown, who, 
on hearing his name, laughed outright. Gen. 
Rosser is at ali times a gentleman, and 
naturally he resented such treatment. He 
could not look at the man but what he caught 
im smiling at him, and finally he burst out 
with: 

‘* Well, sir, may Iask what there 
appearance to cause your laughter?’ 

** Certainly, General,’’ was the friendly re- 
ply. *‘ If you will step away from these gen- 
tlemen I will tell you.” 

When they were beyond earshot he asked: 

** Did you lead a raid on- Beverly, W. Va., 
in January, 1862?” 

** I did.”’

BUSY LIFE OF THE REAR-END BRAKEMAN 
Responsibilities and Torpedoes Burden His 
Retrospective Hours, 

New York Sun: After such a collision as 
that which oceurred on the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western railroad on Jan. 15 one 
hears much about the rear-end brakeman. In- 
deed the whole responsibility for this terrible 
accident, which cost thirteen men their lives, 
seems to lie between the rear-end brakeman 
the express and the engineer 
the local that followed all too swift- 
ly. Heretofore ‘pular admiration has 
been about. equally divided between the 
conductor witli his brass buttons and his 
ticket-punch, and the grimy, watchful genius 
in the cab, who pulls the lever and makes the. 
wheels go round. It would seem, however, 
that the modest young man in blue who 
stands idly gazing out of the rear window of 
the last car is also entitled to his share of the 
praise. Heis not lounging; heis on duty, 
and his duty is to watch the approach to the 
rear with the same fidelity that the engineer 
bestows upon the forward prospect. 

Every train is equipped with a conductor, a 
baggagemaster, a rear-end brakeman, and a 
forward brakeman, Very long trains some- 
times have also a center brakeman. The 
rear-end brakeman has graduated from the 
lower orders of brakeman. He is the flower 
of his class. Henceforth there is no higher 
honor for him till he steps out of the rank of 
brakeman altogether and becomes a bag- 
mag agp e baggagemaster is a con- 

uctor in embryo, and on trains of more than 
four cars he gathers up the tickets in the ex- 
tra cars nearest the baggage car. He is gen- 
erally lord of the smoker. 

The rear-end brakeman is a walking arsenal, 
On duty or off, his pockets are filled with de- 
tonating torpedoes, with long flexible lead 
strips attached to fasten them securely tothe 
track. These torpedoes are nearly as large as 
a silver dollar, and the explosive is contained 
in half a dozen caps hidden and protected 
under a mass of black wax. He has halfa 
dozen red flagson hand and several colored 
lanterns. All around the lower part of the 
lanterns are hung torpedoes of a different 
sort from those carried in the pockets. The 
lantern torpedoes are said to make less noise 
than the others. - 

On those roads that do not have the block 
system of signals the rear-end brakeman’s 
busy day is whenever there is a fog. It isthen 
his duty, if the train stops between stations, to 
get out with flag and torpedoes and run back 
to signal the train following. Of course his 
own train goes on without him, and he has to 
clamber aboard the other train. His place is 
immediately taken by the forward brakeman, 
and, if there should te another stop between 
stations requiring this brakeman to drop off, 
the baggagemaater has to condescend to the 
post of rear lookout. There have been times 
when the baggagemaster had to drop off to 
signal the following train. In that event the 
lone conductor, like the Ancient Mariner, con- 
stitutes the whole crew in his own person, and 
makes the remainder of the trip with one eye 

eled for a big engine looming out of the fog 
in the rear. 

A regular station is always a place of com- 
parative safety. Approaching engineers are 
on the lookout for obstructions and have their 
locomotives well in. hand. When the train 
stops at a regular station, therefore, the rear- 
end brakeman hurries to the front of the last 
carand assists the ladies to alight frum the 
two adjoining platforms with every appear- 
ance of disinterested gallantry. He wears a 
pink in his buttonhole and a smile upon his 
face, and not one girl in a thousand who re- 
turns the smile has any suspicion of the load 
of responsibility that is upon his mind or the 
weight of the torpedoes that are in his pockets.

“ Two years ago ‘Al’ came to Chicago. 
He held his joba year, and then went into 
business with his ef sae gee!

Miss. Ernst a long time ago, ns has a daugh- 
ter 10 years old. ‘ Al’ and his wife lived un- 
happily, and he obtained a divorce from her.

SIEGLER IS SAID TO BE INSANE. 


Author of the Double Murder of Fifteen 
Months Ago Comes to Trial. 

Herman Siegler, who has been in the Cook 
County Jail since Nov. 20, 1892, under a 
charge of murder, will be arraigned before 
Judge Chetiain this morning. Insanity ex- 
perts say Siegler is insane and was in that 
conditjon at the’ time of his crime.

The court records show that since his 
indictment on two charges of murder by the 
December, 1892, grand jury the case has 
been continued from one term of court to 
another by motion of the defendant. Siegier 
was a wood carver and was employed by 
Wolff Bros., on West Erie street.

TRIBUTE T0 LINCOLN. 


LUTHER LAFLIN MILLS DELIVERS AN 
ANNIVERSARY ADDRESS. 


Mxevetees in People’s Institute in Memory 
of the Martyred President=Eloquent 
Words in Eulogy of His Character=He 
Is Denominated the Nation's Greatest 
Hero—Pians for the Annual Celebration 
of His Birthday in the Auditorium 
Monday Night. 

The anniversary of Lincoln’s birthday was 
celebrated last evening at the People’s Insti- 
tute, Oakley avenue and Van Buren street. 
The exercises were opened with a song by 
Chaplain Lozier, the “ Fighting Parson.”’ 
Several patriotic selections were played by 
the Arion orchestra, after which Luther Laf- 
lin Mills, the orator of the evening, was in- 
troduced. In the course of his speech he was 
interrupted frequently by applause. He said 
in part: 

‘** Sacredly conspicaous in the calendar of 

the nation is this time of remembrance and 

reverence when the old age and youth of the 
country standing in the edifice of a great his- 
tory bow in homage before its greatest hero. 

Into the story of the republic, from 1861 to 

1865, patriotism does well to enter, there to 

find for instruction and example and manly 

worship the manliest of Americans, the high- 
est type of American citizenship, the central 
figure of this American century—Abraham 

Lincoln. We breathe tonight the atmosphere 

of a glorious epoch. We hold reverential 

communion with its loftiest spirit. 

* As President, Lincoln’s life and declara- 

tions were a constant sermon. The solemn 

air which colored this man’s career was the 


pathos of faith. No man has lived in high 


station in America by whom the religious fact 
was more regarded. He was more thana pol- 
itician, as the word is used. His plans were 
based on his convictions of the right and his be- 
lief in the corréctness of men’s ultimate judg- 
ments and the eonscience of the people in- 
spiring them. 
As Generali and as Diplomat. 


“Publicly Lincoln was a diplomat, who 
with keenest analysis corrected the state pa- 
pers of a great premier; aman of military 
genius, w tat changed the plans of Generals 
and successfully modified theories of cam- 

aigns. In his leadership he marched with 

is people, kept step with his soldiers. His 
Cabinet was the country. 

‘ Fundamentally, the two vital character- 
istics of Abraham Lincoln were hislove of 
men and his faith in Ged. Poverty had 
schooled him to pity aud taught the general 
equality of all mankind. He hated human 


made protest — itasa barbarism; he 
longed for its destruction and gladly seized 
the legal occasion for making free the 4,000,- 
000 of American slaves. His faith in God 
was persistent as his life. No defeat of an 
army, nor what seemed at times aloss of pop- 
ular confidence, nor most threatening dan- 
gers forthe Nation could sweep him from 
that anchor. 

“If asked what deep impress was made by 
Abraham Lincoln on what is called the polli- 
tics of the country we point tothe remem- 
bered lessons, the permeating example of his 
honesty, the religious sense of right which 
animated him, his confidence in the people, 
and his patience for them to reach his right- 
eous level, and his constant fidelity to princi- 
ple and to the men who helped him to main- 
tain it. His lofty ideas of nationality and 
liberty and providence lifted politics to the 
heights of patriotism and human rights. 

** Thechief glory of Abraham Lincolnamong 
men, the deed of his life most expressive of 
his personality, of his justice, of his human- 
ity, of his yielding to the guidance of God, 
was the conspicuous act of the century, the 
freeing of the slaves.: He struck the iron 
from bondage and bade a race stand free. Hé 
placed his hand on four‘million human faces 
and bade them look aloft; his paternal eye 
iuspired four million human minds with 
dream and hope and: high resolve for better 
life; his words went sunlike into the dark- 
ness of a whole people, and for them illu- 
minated a mighty future.

Knows There Is a Devil. : 

Morris F. Murphy testified he was an Irish- 
man, 34 years old, and he first knew the 
devil in Dublin when only 15 years old. 
He had become infatuated with a young 
girl, and the devil induced him to 
steal a pound note from his mother 
with which to take his girl to the theater. 
After that he enlisted in the army and went 
to the Zulu war, and while in South Africa was 
a hard citizen all through this same devil. 
He came to America, but the devil followed 
him from ocean to ocean and gave him “a 
conscience like chilled steel, and a heart as 
black as night,” This witness proved a dan- 


gerous one for Attorney Johnson to cross-ex- 


amine. He imprudently pressed him to say 
how he knew that any devil-existed; and the 
witness answered as quick as aflash: * Faith, 


I know there is a devil, or else you would not | 


be here to defend him.’’ 

G. H. Scott testified the devil tempted him 
once tg commita burglary, and that he cer- 
tainly would have done it and now be serving 
aterm in prison butfora big dog. “Bless 
God for that dog,” he cried. On the cross- 
examination Attorney Johnson unfeelingly 
him if he was quite sure he had got 
over his thieving propensities. J. H. Elliott 
testified that the devil had made him a cam- 
mon thief. 

** What particular thing did the devil ever 
make you steal?’ asked counsel for the de- 
fendant. 

*A hundred head of cabbages, sir,’’ was 
the answer. 

The last witness for the prosecution was 
Johanna Martens, who gave a serious and in- 
teresting account of the unhappiness the devil 
caused her before she mended her way. Her 
friends thought she was losing her mind and 
took her to the World’s F in hopes. of 
cheering her up. But all the splendor of 
Jackson Park was to her utter vanity. Since 
she got out of the devil’s clutches, however, 
her peace was like a river. When she closed 
Attorney Johnson appropriately said, “ That 
is all,”’ while the lvationists showed the 
greatest delight at his discomfiture. Attorney 

inchell then gravely announced that he 
rested, 

Testifies for the Devil. 


Attorney Johnson then began his defense 
with a bit. of documentary evidence 
in the shape of a newspaper interview with 
Col. Robert G,. Ingersoll, in which he argued 
that the devil of the Old Testament was an in- 
finitely better being than Jehovah. He then 
called to the stand his only witness, a queer- 
looking man named Jehu Barr. The witness 


was duly sworn, and then testified that while 


he had never seen the devil, he had good rea- 
son to know that he was the greatest friend 
the hufman race ever had. 

This testimony brought out from the Salva- 
tionists a storm of higses, which the court, 
rising to his feet, quickly su yg paar saying 
the dignity of the court would be sustained at 
all costs, even if the court-room had be 
cleared.. The court was then treated “to a 
round of applause, after which the witness, 
not at all abashed, proceeded to prove what 
he had said. He® gave biblical references to 
prove the good offices of the devil. 

Then came the arguments, Attorney John- 
son leading off. He reminded the jury that 
most of the witnesses were Salvationists and 
notoriously prejudiced against the devil. 
What was more, they were nearly all thieves. 
They had confessed that much and seemed 
rather to gloryin it. It was evident that 
they had sought the witness-stand mere- 
ly to gain a little cheap notoriety. He 
closed with an appeal to the jury to be honest 
men for once and acquit the defendant. 

Attorney Winchell’s speech was a stock Sal- 
vation sermon that set 9a one to nodding. 
When he was through the Judge charged the 
jury by reading several passages of scripture, 
and then ordered it to retire. saying, ** The 
band will play while the jury is out.”’ 

The audience went wild when the verdict 
‘was read, and when quiet’ was restored the 
Judge was about to pronounce sentence, but 
Attorney Johnson sprang to his feet witha 
motion for a new trial on the ground that the 
devil had not had time to prepare his Poe tg 
The court overruled the motion, and then 
proceeded to pronounce sentehce. He said 
as the devil was a spirit and could not be im- 
prisoned the sentence was that the Salvation 
Army should fight him harder than ever, and 
then leave him in the hands of the Almighty, 
who had said: ** Vengeance is mine.’ 


LIBBY TUNNEL ESCAPE’S ANNIVERSARY. 


It Is Celebrated by Veterans in the Prison 
War Museum, 

Since the removal of Libby Prison from 
Richmond, Va., to Chicago the anniversary of 
the celebrated tunnel escape from the old 
prison on the night of Feb. 9, 1864, has 
been observed by a gathering of the sur- 
vivors of the 109 who made their way 
to liberty and of the other veterans that were 
confined in the buildimg during the war. em 
terday was the thirtieth anniversary of the 
escape and about a dozen ex-prisoners of the 
war assembled at the Libby Prison War 
Museum and recalled the thrilling events. 
Among those present were Gen. Har- 
rison. C. Hobart of Milwaukee, now 
nearly 90 years old, who on 
the pranktel night when the escape was made 
guarded the tunnel secret while the projectors 
and their chosen friends made their way out. 
The secret of the tunnel had been impart- 
ed toGen.

JUDGMENTS AGAINST ST, 


They Now Exceed a Million and Will Prob-— 


ably Go on Growing. 
Kansas Crry, Mo., Feb. 9.—[Special.J— 
Judgments were rendered in the United States 
Circuit Court this morning’ against unfortu- 


nate St. Clair County for $240,000 in favor | 
of Michael Goldrick and for $66,000 in favor 


of Joseph N. Douglas. There are still stand- 
ing against St, Clair County unsatisfied judg- 
ments arnounting to nearly $750,000, incur- 
red on bonds issued for the building of the 
Tebo and Neosha paper railroad. The judg- 
ments rendered today . were simply 
the revival of judgments which were 
liable to be optlawed by time. 
The original indebtedness of the county on 
the bonds was $250,000, but the interest and 
expenses during the last twenty years have in-

of new bonds to be issued to the amount of 
the original indebtedness 1éss $19,000, which 
has already been paid. This would make

the meantime the interest is ‘increasing and 
the time is not far distant when the indebted- 
ness of the county or the bonds will exceed

Coxey Perfecting His Scheme for the 
March to the Capitol,

of organization under which his “‘ Army of 
Peace”’ is to proceed to Washington under 
milk-white banners todemand the issue of 
paper money and the abolition of interest on 
bonds. Individual enlistments come ‘by the 
hundred, but the first organized recruits are 
reported from Philadeiphia, where 264 
patriots today put themselves in waiting for 
orders. Coxey is now figuring out routes 
following the line of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, su that the supplies the farmers are 
expected to contribute may be duly forward- 
ed. The circular announcing the form of 
organization says: 

* Rouse ye, bondsmen, and protest against 
the yoke.”’ / 

The procession: will hereafter be called 
‘¢ The Common Weal.” Groups of five will 
be federated into ** communes” of from’ 
thirty to 105. These will be federated into 
‘*communities’’ of from 215 to 1,055. 
‘‘Communities’”’ will be federated into 
‘‘ cantons.’ Chiefs of great and minor divis- 
ions will be styled Marshals. Ali labor unions, 
farmers’ alliances,or other organizations deésir- 
ing to join may do so without reorganizing. 

The **Common Weal” is to move from 
Massillon Easter Sunday to protest, in the lan- 
guage of Coxey’s fiery proclamation, ‘in the 
name of a bankrupted people, against any 
further robbery by interest upon paper notes, 
based upon the public credit.”

Deputy Sheriff Jones of 
this city, who accompanied Sleeper, said the 
certificate was good for nothing because it 
bore no seal, but Sleeper said Indiana Sher-

'EBRENOE OF OOL JUDD. - 


In His Report to the Adjutant-Ceneral the 
Former Says the Finances of the Sec- 
ond Regiment Have Been Badly Man- 
aged and That He Has Been Denied 
Data While Trying to Make an Investi- 
gation=Judd| Retorts by Calling the 
Statements False. 

Assistant Adjutant-General Hugh E. Boyle, 

who has been idspecting. the command of the 

First Brigate, I. N. G., has reported the result 

of his investigations .to Adjutant-General 

Orendorff. The only things he finds not to 

his taste are the financial methods of the Sec- 

ond Infantry and Battery D. On this subject 
he is particularly severe. The report says: 

‘¢ The records here gave no information on 

any of these important matters, and much 

confusion and uncertainty exists as to the 
rights of the State and duties of organizations 
occupying armories. During the last few 
years armories have been rented for large 
sums of money and the proceeds have been 
expended without any supervision of or re- 
port to this office, During the last year the 

Second Regiment has received and expended 

over $36,000 and Battery D an unknown 

amount, but probably as large as the other. 

The books and accounts, receipts and expend- 

itures, for all purposes, made by or for che 

use of the First and Seventh Infantries; and 

Troop A of Cavalry have been cheerfully 

produced and a satisfactory showing has been 

made, evidencing integrity and good business 
methods. 

‘Unfortunately the two organizations about 

which disagreeable rumors as to the financial 

methods have been moet frequently heard ‘in 
the public press have not shown a disposition 
to materially aid this department in arriving 
at the desired facts. A long and tedious in- 
vestigation has been necessary, and full and 
ecmpiete information has not yet been se- 
cured. It is, however, shown that the so- 
called councils of administration in the Sec- 
ond Regiment and Battery D, while being 
nominally auxiliary to the military organiza- 
tions, have exercised paramount authority on 
all financial matters and have not conceived 
the mselves to be responsible to any authority 
in that regard. The armories occupied by 
those organizations have been built for the 
use of organizations of the Illinois National 

Guard; and the authority of the State must 

be paramount and a supervision oi the finan- 

cial affairs is absolutely necessary to secure 
confidence,on the part of the public. 

** A disposition to conced!l such affairs is a 

suspicious circumstance and the State cannot 

afford to countenance a public organization 
which is concealing from this department the 
sources of its revenue or the expenditure of 
money contributed or produced from proper- 
ty the occupancy of which has been granted 
to the military organizations named. The 
resignation of Col. Judd has simplified the 
reforms contemplated in the management of 
the Second Regiment, and the investigation 
which has but just commenced, as to the af- 
fairs of Battery D, will no doubt result in the 
proper recognition of the authority of the 
State orin som: other appropriate action 


which avill be asolution of the now vexed 
problem.,”’ ) 


Charge Against Col, Judd. 


It is alleged that a susplementary report 
has been filed giving the evflence taken on 
the charge made against Col. Judd that he 
had appropriated to his own use $2,500 re- 
céived for securmg the lease of the South Side 
armory for an dmusement association. Two 
persons, it is said, made ‘affidavit that the 
charge was true and that Col. Judd himself 
has made affidavit denying them. 

Col. Judd, against whom these charges are 
made, said yesterday: ‘It isa tissue of lies 
from beginnmg toend, I can hardly believe 
such a report has been made. The assertion 
that Col. Boyle did not havea fair and full 
opportunity to examine into the affairs of the 
regiment is abgélutely faise. For over three 
weeks I wasatthis back and called and lost 
whole days waiting for him: to keep appoint- 
ments he himself had made; He was given 
every scrap of information he asked for I 
possessed, and when I could not give him the 
data he wished I told him where he could get it. 
Regarding the money received for the*rental 
of the South Side Armory every cent has been 
accounted for, On the regimental books are 
the amounts received and the disbursements 
of the same. As the report says, $36,000 
have been received and expended,” 

** How was the money spent?” 

** Well, for one-thing, the regiment was on 
duty a great many times during the last year. 
It was out twice in April, three times in May, 
once in June, again on Illinois day, and to at- 
tend Carter Harrison’s funeral. Now, it costs 
money to move a regiment. 

“We have bought complete outfits for the 
bicycle corps, including the machines, and for 
the signal corps. The South Sile Armory 
was repaired at an expense of $1,200. A dy- 
namo for the same place cost $1,850. Re- 
volvers were bought for the band, the bicycle, 
and signal corps, and so on ad infinitum. 
All these expenditures are on the Treasurer’s 
books, and are approved by the Board of Ad- 
<<. es 

** Asa matter of fact, upon the authority of 
Gen. Orendorff’s predecessor it is no Attain of 
the State authorities what is done with the 
money expended outside the State appropria- 
tion of $9,000. As long as those chosen by 
the regiment to take charge of its finances do 
their duties acceptably to the regiment so long 
allrequirements are fulfilled. We have all 
worked hard to keep the regiment where it is 
today. It has been the toughest kind of work, 
and this is the thanks we get from those who 
should be our stanchest supporters. 

‘“* For four years I have given. my time to 
the regiment regardless of business with the 
result that I am as poor today asI was when 
I began business. All I have to say today re-. 
garding that $2,500 deal is that if those at 

eadquarters thought me guilty they certainly 
showed exceedingly bad judgment in’ allow- 
ing me to resign.”’ 


Battery Officers Displeased, 

The officets of Battery D are no more 
peny with the report than is Col. Judd. 

ieut. Russell said: ‘I don’t see what it is 
to the State authorities what became of the 
money received for rent for the armory. 
Ww a did the State do to help us get an arm- 
ory 

** Until the citizens came and helped us out 
we had to drill out on the prairie, The build- 
ing belongs to a company incorporated under 
the laws of Illinois, and the money received 
forjrentais goes to this company. . B. Mey- 
er is the treasurer of the company and I have 
no doubt wouid give Col, Boyle any informa- 
tion he desires. The State furnishes us with 
a fatigue uniform and that is all, That the 
battery is thoroughly e uipped is due to no 
action of the State, When the State builds 
us armories and equips us then it will be time 
enough for the Governor and his adjutant to 
ask how we spend our money.”’

Subcommittee of the House Committee on 
_ Suppression of Intemperance Proposes 
the Measure, Which Is to Apply Only 
to Cities of the First and Second Class 
=Republican Legislators Give Their 
Views on a Modification of Prohibitic 
=Want the Platform Followed. 
Des Mores, Ia., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—The 
subcommittee of seven members of the House 
Committee oa Suppression of Intemperance, 
who were instructed to report a bill for the 
modification of the prohibitory law to the 
committee, have prepared a bill that they 
will present to the committee at its next meet- 
ing and itis possible that it will be recom- 
mended for passage by the House. The bill 
provides for a mulct tax of $1,000 annually, 
which is to be paid quarterly in advance, and 
the payment of this tax is to actasa bar to 
prosecutions under the present law for the 
period covered by the amount paid. The bill 
provides that it shall apply only to cities of . 
the first and second class, which includes alt 
cities of 2,000 population and over. It is 
made the duty of the Mayor and City Coun: 
cils to impose the tax and the bill contains 
provisions for the regulation of the places in 
which liquors are sold under the provisions of 
the mulct-law. | 
There are some objections offered by Rep- 
resentatives whose districts contain small 
towns where liquors are at present sold in 
violation of law, and it is possible that the bill 
may-be amended to include incorporated 
towns as well as cities. The bill does not re- 
peal the present law, but adds the mulct pen- 
alty and makes the payment of the tax a bar 
to proceedings under the probibitory law. It 
will call forth a good deal of discussion in 
case it is reported for passage, and there are 
many of the members of the House who will 
oppose it on the ground that it is practically 
local option, only that the people will not 
have an opportunity to vote on the question, 
except indirectly in voting,for city officers, ¢ 
Cities Are to Be Heard. 
Tuesday next it is expected that delegations 
from many of the leading cities of the State 
will be here to address the committees on 
suppression of intemperance. Senator Brower 
has information that* representatives will be 
here from Sioux City, Council Bluffs, Keokuk, 
Burlington, Davenport, and other points, and 
a fewdays later there will be delegations 
from some of the smaller towns.

Dec. 30—H. L. Tolman’s cross-examination 
was finished. Sergt. Donald- McKinnon of the 
Winnipeg police force told again the story of his 
arrestof Martin. Burke. He said he found a 
Canadian Pacific ticket good from Winnipeg to 
Montreal on Burke's person. Before McKinnon’s 
evidence was heard Attorney Wing objected to it 
on the ground that testimony relating to the acts 
of conspirators subsequent to the consummation 
of such conspiracy was inadmissible -against 
any one defendant on a separate trial. The Judge 
said he would hear the testimony and rule upon 
its admissibility after he had read the authori- 
ties submitted to him. Gustav Klahre, a tinuer, 
said May 6 Burke came to his shop with a 
tin box which he wanted soldered up. The box 
appeared to have been buried and was tied with 
string. When Klahre wanted to take off the 
string Burke objected. An expressman. took the 
box away. The theory of the prosecution is that 
this box contained Dr. Cronin’s papers. 

Jan. 2—Alarmist rumors characterized the first 
session of the Coughlin trial in 1894. The first 
Was a report that Coughiin had a personal friend 
on the jury. This referred to Juror Weinberger. 
The story went that Weinberger was a North 
Side car conductor and made frequent trips with 
Gripman Tom Whalen, brother of Coughlin’s 
partner. Tom Whalen- and Coughlin were 
friends, and it was said that Weinberger had 
been introducedd to and knew Coughlin weil. The 
other story was that an attempt had been made 
to peison Kiekham Scanlan. The facts are these: 
Scanlan was taken sick after supper the night of 
his famous speech. Next night his wife was ta- 
ken sick. He did not call a doctor either time 
and does not himself think an attempt to poison 
him was made. Charles Meértes, who had been 
brought back from Wisconsin. by Capt. Schuet- 
tler, was the first witness. Mertes is the witness 
who, at the last trial, testified that on the night of 
May 4, 1889. hesawa man go to the door of the 
Carlson cottage. He told the same story today. 
Attorhey Bottum asked him:if he had seen the 
man again. Witness pointed out Dan Coughlin. 
Mertes’ cross-examination by Mr. Wing was not 
impeaching.

Wing presented two affidavits in which he asked 
for arule on Kickham Scanlan enjoining him 
from making charges against the jury and the 
defense. The cause of this was a signed letter id 
Kickham Scanlan in an eveni paper whic 
practically charged that the jury had been fixed. 
Judge Tuthill scored Kickham Scanlan. 


The Defense. 


Jan. 22—After minor testimony as to the old 
white’borse had been given by Mrs. Conklin ahd 
Ald. Epstean the defense formally opened its 
case. City Physician James F. Todd was the first 
witness. A hyvothetical question similar to that 
of the State was read to him as was also the 
State’s original question. After hearing them 
both the doctor said he could not tell what the 
man died of. In the cross-examination Dr. Todd 
said that in decomposition the brain went last. 
In the case of Dr. Cronin the brain appears to 
have decomposed first. Dr. Todd’s explanation 
of this was that ali the fluids ran tothe brain be- 
cause the body stood on its head. ‘*Then ifthere 
was blood in the heart that would run down too?”’ 
asked Mr. Bottum. The doctor said it would, 
and was then forced to admit that the valves of the 
heart opened the other way and would hold the 
blood instead of releasing it. Dr. Kiernan said 
in his opinion the post-mortem on Dr. Cronin’s 

y was not thorough enough to determine the 
cause of death. 

Jan. 23--Dr. Kiernan’s testimony was finished. 
Dr. Marshall D, Ewell said it was difficult to say 
vhether hair was human hair or not and that 
anybow it was valueless in criminal cases. -Mr. 
Bottum produced a book called ‘* Medical Juris- 
prudence”’ which Dr, Ewell had written, in 
which exactly the opposite was maintained. Dr, 
Eweli practically disowned his book. 

Jan. 24—James L. Minahap, who drove the 
ice-wagon for O'Sullivan, said he remembered 
the night of May 4,1889. He said he played 
cards with O'Sullivan until late. With two com- 
panions he had walked past the Carlson cottage 
at 8:30 o'clock and had seen no light and heard 
no noise. O'Sullivan opened the door to let them 
in to his house, where they boarded. In cross- 
examination Mr. Bottum tried to prove Mina- 
han's memory unreliable. Dr. William Copeland 
heard the big question read and said he could not 
therefrom determine the cause of death. In 
cross-examination it took Mr. Bottum just an 
hour to transfer the witness to his own side of 
the fence and keep him there. The turning point 
of the doctor’s testimony was when he admitted 
that blows on the head would cause the brain to 
decompose more rapidly than it otherwise woald. 

Jan. 25—Dr. Harold Moyer said he could not de- 
termine the cause of death. When the State's 
hypothetical question was read Dr. Moyer 
startled Mr. Bottum by declaring he could not 
consider the probable force of the blows becausa 
no blows were mentioned in the question. Mr. 
Bottum changed his question, but the witness 
could not be shaken. Dr. Lester Curtis said he 
could not determine the cause of death. On 
cross-examination he said he could not under- 
stand how the brain could decompose and leave 
the other organs undecom posed. 

Jan. 26—Dr. Benson thought Dr. Cronin died 
of kidney disease. Robert Boyington testified

think Cronin’s death was caused by the wounds 
he received. | Dr. Hektoen had barely taken the 
stand when court adjourned.

REPUBLICAN LEGISLATORS’ VIEWS. 
They Agree in Wanting the Party’s Piat- 
form Pledges Redeemed. 

Des Mornzs, Ia., Feb. 8.—[{Special Cor. 
respondence. |—As the legislative session pro- 
gresses the opinions of the members as to 
what action should be taken to redeem the 
promise of the last Republican platform be- 
gin to crystallize around the different methods 
that have been suggested. As yet no bill has 
been devised that has met thé approval of a 
majority of the members, but it is believed 
the friends of both local option and the mulct 
plan are~getting closer together, and that 
after a time they will unite upon some plan 
that will be satisfactory. The thirteenth 
plank of the plafform which was adopted by 
the convention last August, and upon which 
the Republican members of the House and a 
majority of the members vr the Senate were 
elected, was as foliows: 

That prohibition is no test of Republicanism: 
veneral Assembly has given to the State a 

rohibitory law as strong as any that has ever 

en enacted in any country. Like any other 
criminal statute its retention, modification, or 
repeal must be determined by the General As- 
sembly elected by and in sympathy with the peo- 
ple, and to it is relegated the subject, to take 
such action as it: may deem just and best in 
the matter, maintaining the present law in those 
portions of the State where it is now or can be 
made efficient, and giving to other localities such 
methods of controlimg and regulating the liquor 
traffic as will best serve the cause of temperance 
and morality. 

At the time of the convention it was gener- 
ally conceded that this plank meant local op- 
tion, but just now its interpretation is a ques- 
tion that is cutting considerable figure in the 
consideration of the subject~ The promise 
that the law shall be maintained wherever it is 
or can be made efficient is used. by the sup- 
porters of the muict plan ds proof that their 
theory is the oniy method that can be adopted 
and carry out the spirit of the platform. At 
present itseems that the mulct taxers have 
rather the best of it. In order to give a con- 
sensus of the opinions of the various Repub- 
lican members interviews were sought with 
them in which they were asked to express 
their belief of what should be done by the 
Legislatére in this connection. While quite 
a number declined to be quoted, on the ground 
that they were not certain as to which method 
was the best, or because of the sentiment of 
the localities which they represent, yet enough 
answers were received to give a pretty clear 
idea of the general trend of the opinion in 
both bodies. The interviews which follow 
are with Republicans and in every case are 
authentic, 


Gov. Jackson’s View. 


Gov. Jackson was busy considering the 
question of his appointments and the other 


new Executive term. He was not unwilling 
however, toexpress hisopinion of what should 
be done by the Legislature and said: 

‘I adhere to the position taken on this 
question in my inaugural address and I be.

Fian Believes He Has a Solution. 


Finn of Taylor—The platform is indefi- 
nite. If the convention wanted license they 
could have had it by inserting the one word 

 ** Jicense.’’ If they had wanted local option 

they could have had it by inserting the two 
words *‘ local option.”” Neither was inserted, 
therefore they meant some other remedy. 
The remedy is undetined and the platform. 
must refer to what the counties that demand- 
ed relief because they couid not enforce pro- 
hibition were then asking—-that is fora cight 
to make their own penaities legal by ordi- 
nance. You can’t repeal the prohibitory law 
in part vf the State and not in the whole. The 
piedge was to modify the law and not repeai 
it, and no muict tax can .be operative that 
does not repealit.

Turner of Marshall—I think that some- 
thing like the Harsh bill may pass the Senate, 
and probably the House wiil favor a mulct 
bill.

bill, but the others are in favor of some mulict 
pian, but do not favor license.

Lewis of Wayne—When the committee 
reports a bill, if they should report one, 1 am 
going to submit it to my district and let them 
talk it over.

My personal 
conviction is against any form of mulct what- 
ever. I desire to uphold prohibition, but I 
am willing to compromise upon any fair 

round. 1 would have sucha compromise 
cowerer on mulct lines, but not on local 
option. The bill which.I have introduced con- 
tains what I claim to be an original feature, 
and that is the requirement that when the 
Mayor of any city learns that liquors are sold 
unlawfully in said city he shail give public 
notice that in ten days:thereafter the provis- 
ions of a mulct law providing for a tax of not 
less than $1,000 per annum shall | 
be enforced against the places where 
such unlawful sale is carried on. This 
gives an opportunity within the above 
ten days to test the question whether prohibi- 
tion can or cannot be enforced in such Jocal- 
ities. If during those ten days prosecutions 
are made under the present State law then 
the mulct law shall not be enforced, but if 
not, the muict law goes into force as to such 
localities.

“ Will Shakspeare,” a Comedy, 

‘* Will Shakspeare”’ is an ingenious com- 
edy by Mr. Harry B, Smith, whese light opera 
librettos are well known to patrons of 
umusements throughout the country. In the 
present effort Mr. Simith has aimed to write a 
work of liferary interest, and at the same 
time to put it tn practicable form for the 

e. e has been, one thinks, more suc- 
cessful in the former than in the latter aim; 
but this isa matter which may be left to 
time. The comedy is preceded bya rroem 
which will be appreciated by all students of 
Shakspeare, the scanty facts of the peet's 
life beng collated with much _ research, 
and being estimated with much judgment. 
Following are one’s impressions of the three 
acts: In the trst Will Shakspeare is tried be- 
fore Sir Thomas Lucy for the famous deer- 
stealing; and being pardoned through the 
intercession of Judith (an imaginary charac- 
ter, wurd of Sir Thomas, afterward Mistress 
Davenant), joins a band ef strolling players, 
headed by Richard Burbage, and goes to try 
his fertunein Londo®. In the second act 
Will Shakspeare and his fellows arg discuss- 
ing the plot of ** Hamlet” in the Mermaid tay- 

rn ads they are overheard by certain Strat- 
, oat rustics and enemies of Shakspeare, who 
taking literally the talk about -‘* murders,” 
etc., inform the authorities, and bring a storm 
ubout the heads of the innocent dramatists, 
who are arrested for treason. The second 
act, containmg this, scene, hag positive value 
in a dramatic sense. In Act. r I. there is an 
attempt te show how * Hamlet ’’ was rendered 
for the first time at the Globe Theater, How 
this scene would look on the boards requires 
an effort of imagination. Certain it is that it 
inakes curious and interesting reading. The 
writer of this work has clung to the acts of 
Shakspeare’s life with a perewtency Wi which 
will commend him to seekers of trut iile 
this scrupulosity may eamage wey in 
the estimation of lovers romance, 
For instance, he makes Anne Hathaway a 
pronounced shrew, As a matter of fact she 
in all probability was one. But as she carries 
her point at the end of the play; as she capt- 
ures her truant husb while playing the 
Ghost in ** Hamlet” at the Globe; and as he 
huinbly asks her pardon for his flirtation 

with Mistress Davenant and submits to the 
fetiers of the witely apron-strings, it must 
be admitted that there ig more truth than 
poetry in the ¢limax of the play. A deft and 
affecting touch—would that it were essential 
rather than incidental —is Shauspeare’s learn- 
ing that his young sen, Hanet, has during 
the father’s absence died at Stratford. Scat- 
tered through the three acts are careful 
studies of personages that in all likelihood 
served Shaks speare u. after days as models, 
There are a number of graceful lyrics in 
which the Elizabethun manner ig cleverly 
imitated, The title page is a humerous take- 
off on the style of the old-fashioned folios 
and quartos, (Imprinted at Chicago at the.

She Complains That pe Is Underpaid and 
Decked for Absence for Any Cause=No 
Stimulant te Ambition=Prineipals Said 
to Be Unsympathetic and Supercilious 
=-Wemen on the Heard of Education 
Considered a Failure So FarerA Fling 
at the Teachers of Fads. 

Cuicaao, Feb, 8,—-[Editor of The Tribune, | 
—During the last few weeks the Central Relief 
committee has had aceasion to extend its 
thanks to various firms and private individuals 
who have generously donated the earnings of 
one day to be used for the benefit of the vast 
army of unemployed in our city. For three 
menths the teacher in the Chicago public 
schools is out of work and money. Yet other 
and more “fortunate eitizens have never 
deemed it necessary to set- apart the earnings 
of one day for her use. Every year the teach- 
er is given a vacation of twelve weeks—at her 
own expense, At the beginning of each term 
she is obliged to teach five weeks before re- 
ceiving her salary. This five weeks after the 
ten weeks’ vacation of summer makes fifteen 
weeks during which she must live on her piti- 
fully slender savings uf the winter; and where 
it is impossible te save she must, if she 
can get it, subsist on credit—a humili- 
ation hard to be borne in some cases, 
and involving extra expenditure in all cases, 
when settling day comes, It may be con- 
tended that the salary is good, but this state- 
ment cannot be borne out by the facta in the 
case. Would any young man who had labo- 
riously fitted himself for any business or pro- 
fession consider himself well paid if he re- 
ceived $40 a month for the first year of 
service, with an increase of $5 a month un- 
til the sixth year of service was reached, 


cat which time his salary would be $80 a 


month for that and all subsequent years? 
And then during each year of service sup- 

se his employer generously (?) accorded 
io twelve weeks’ vacation at his own ex- 
pense! Heé—the supposititious young man— 
would, after one year’s trial . of such a field 
for his ambition, either give it upin despair 
or degenerate into a mere machine—without 
ploapiire in his work in the present or 
ope for the future. That teachers do 
net degenerate into mere machines is a 
tribute to their moral worth. 


No Incentive to Ambition. 


There is no incentive to ambition. The 
teachers are not told, ** If youde well, advance 
your pupils, contribute all that lies in your 

ower to insure their mental, moral, faa 

lately) physical growth yuu will be given 
charge of a school where your exeeutive 
ability will have the field its merit deserves.” 
, no; you are only a woman; if you wish to 
become a prineipal you must give up every 
evening to study all the abstract and 
abstruse * ologies”’ that the examiners see fit 
to drag from their well-deserved seclusion to 
hurl at your more or less defenseless head on 
examination day. You must know whether 
Heliogabalus wore false teeth, be able to 
draw the paw of a prehistoric ape, and be able 
to grapple with that great problem in mental 
science: Isit orisit not, and whence?

Just when she is becoming des- 
perately discouraged in the contemplation of 
her growing expenses all revenue is cut off 
anda wan and hollow-eyed woman creeps 
back, in many cases before it is safe to do so, 
s urred on by the threatening demon debt, 

o tha men in the city employ forfeit their 
pay when they are physically disqualified for 
work and their nerves and health demand 
their presence in New Orleans—especially, 
if-a prize or dog fight, by a curious coinci- 
dence, should be in prospect? Sickness in 
the family, even a mother’s, means a loss of 
full pay, if the teacher leave her post, Yet 
for many winters past one of the fad teachers 
has been regulary granted leave of absence 
with full pay. Why this unjust discrimina- 
tion? It may be said that hers, the fad teach- 
er’s work, is nar ye She is sent to other 
centers of thought to gather inspiration and 
fresh ideals for her work. But would not.a 
few weeks’ vacation, not at her own expense, 
be also a source of inspiration to the plain, 
everyday teacher, engaged in the prosaic 
duty of tedching the three R's? What an im- 
measurable gain to the pupils in the 
fresh impetus given to the jaded thoughts 
by such a welcome change from 
the dull routine. If the ordinary, plodding, 
everyday teacher wants inspiration she must 
seek for it between the covers of those pro- 
fessional aids to teaching—the school journals 
—the. chief creed of whese editors is that 
time-honored and beautiful sentiment: 
** Abuse ye one another. 

An Assistant Superintendent of one of the 
other fads had her nerves rudély shaken in 
a recent but slight railroad accident. She, 
too, was given a vacation on full pay. Truly 
it payeth to be one of the elect. If a plain, 
everyday teacher broke both legs, was blinded 
in both eyes, broke her baek, was drawn and 


quartered—whatever that means—she would 


be given a vacation, without pay, for the re- 
mainder of her life. A venerable member 
of that august body, the Board of Education, 
stoutly maintains that the Chicago teacher is 
overpaid und underworked, and when a sug- 
gestion wag made to the board that the num- 


‘ber of pupils ina room be decreased from 


sixty-three to forty-five, as being more likely 
to attain. the best results for the pupils as 
much as to relieve the teacher, and also to 
give more time fer much-needed individual 
ipstruction, he arose to his feet and in a fiery 
burst of misplaced enthusiasm denounced the 
suggestion with impassioned fervor. 


Principal’s Lot Is Hard. 


There is a rule of the board which prohibits 
the teacher from engaging in night school 
work, Does this rule extend to the Dae. 
pals? Bless your simple heart! No! 
poor principal receives only a mere matter 
ef three or four times the salary of the class 
teacher, so of course he must strive to eke out 
his slender income by a trifle of $90 a month 
or so, garned for the most part sitting in his 
office, reading the evening papers and waiting 
for 9 o’clock. QO! the principal’s lot is hard! 
At 9 o'clock every mornmg he or she sits 
down in the office, reads the morning papers, 
receives with distinguished consideration the 
complaining parents of incorrigible youths, 
pours more or less, ny panera more, oil on the

For the people with the right kind of secur- 
ity money is easier today than it has been at 
any time before during the present plethora 
of funds. There are unlimited amounts of 
money to be had at 4 per cent on call and at 
Sper centon time, but those rates do not 
mark the lowest quotations. A good many 
loans of time money are being made at 4 per 
cent, Some of these are for ninety days and 
some are even for six months, The surplus 
reserve at the banks is probably larger than 
it has been before, and they are finding the 
demand for funds anything but satisfactory. 
The fact that some of the dividend. 
paying stocks afe selling on a _ basis 
which leaves a handsome prefit be- 
tween what they pay and what money 
can be obtained for to carry them leads 
some of the bankers to hope that a demand will 
spring up for money with which to buy dividend- 
paying securities. But as yet there is not much 
sign of that. Dealers in investment bonds find a 
fair demand and a .market that is pretty well 
cleaned out. of desirable securities. Bond deal- 
ers are having to pay more attention to obtain- 
ing just the kind of bonds they want than they 
are to getting customers for them. 

The stock market was active yesterday and 
quotations steady to firm. Rapid Transit. stock 
made a fairly substantial advance. It opened at 
22% and closed at 24. The generally accepted 
opinion was that the strength might be attribut- 
ed to the anxiety of the shorts. On the other 
hand the bears declare that the short. stock has 
all been covered and they profess to believe that 
any further advance will make the stock 
a tempting sale. Lake Street opened heavy 
and firmed up. The first sale was at 20 
and it closed at 5g above that. The bears’on the 
elevated stocks continue to have the advantage 
in the activity with which they wage their cam- 
paign and in the amount of unfavorable informa- 
tion which they set afloat. They declare that the 
traffic on the Alley road is smaller now than it 


has been at any time before since the company 
took possession. 

The street railways were dull but fairly firm. 
West Side opened at 133% for the account and 
advanced % point. North Side was steady most 
of the day at 234 and City railway continued to 
sell at 300. With the exceedingly cheap money 
that is now prevailing street railways begin to 
attract some attention because of their dividend- 
paying power, but that attention has not worked 
en any great number of buying orders yet. 
There is almost entire apathy on the part of the 
public, and the most influential brokers use 
no effort to chgnge that. They say that 
prices are low, but they believe there is no hurry 
about buying and they advise customers to keep 
outofthe market for the present and await 
further developments. The customers seem to 
be implicitly following that advice. Some of the 
smaller brokers are picking up investment orders, 
but they do not aggregate any great amount and 
nearly all the brokers who are generally thé 
largest traders appear inclined to discourage 
buying at present.

This interesting piece 
of information was sent from a wholesale 
house to a grocery firm in Chicago which has 
dared to sell matches at a few conts per case 
less than the price fixed by the combination 
that rules the match business in the United 
States.

The arrangement under which the mainte- 
nance of the retail price list is sought to be 
effected is to treat the wholesale firm asa 
consignee. Nominally the goods are owned 
by the combination till they pass into the 
possession of the retailer. It is open to grave 
question if the bookkeeping of the trust or the 
wholesale dealer would show the latter to be 
merely an agent of the manufacturers’ com- 
bine, but this is kept a secret, and the firm 
selling to retailers has a plea for evading the 
responsibility of refusal.

THE GREATER NEW YORK SCHEME. 

The greater New Yotk bill passed the As- 
sembly at Albany Thursday by a vote of 106 
to 7. It is altogether probable that it will 
pass the Senate without opposition as it does 
not go further than submitting the question 
to a vote of the people of the proposed met- 
ropolitan district. Should the popular vote be 


favorable the new city will include the City. 


of New York, the Counties of Kings and Rich- 
mond, the Towns of West Chester, Long 
Island City, Newtown, Flushing, and Jamaica, 
and parts of East Chester, Peiham, and Hemp- 
stead. Greater New York will have an area 
of something over 317 square miles as com- 
pared with Chicago’s 185. 


will have a population of a little over 2,960,- 
000, as compared with the present population 
of a round million and a half or more in Chi- 
cago, which will be considerably increased by 
the time the New York consolidation is ef- 
fected. What the debt of greater Néw York 
will be is not estimated. but it may be dimly 
conjectured when it is taken into account : 
the present debt of New York City alo 
over $150,000,000. Adding Brook ale - 
debt of $80,000,000 we have $230;000,000, 
which the clam-digging and cabbage-raising 
neighbors of New York will have to help pay, 
as compared with Chicago’s debt of $1'7,000,- 
000, which includes the World’s Fair indebt- 
edness. 

Tue Trisung has stated the figures com- 
paratively with those of this city because it is 
well enough understood that the scheme of 


the greater New York was born of jealousy,. 


hatred, and fear of Chicago and its wonderful 
material, commercial, financial, educational, 
and artistic progress. The marvelous suc- 
cess of the White City last summer, which 
has made Chicago afamiliar name in every 
part ofthe world and more widely known 


than any other American city, has been an 


additional incentive to the real estate lobby 
which is behind the scheme and which has 
succeeded in advancing the bill at Albany 
through one stage of its progress. That it 
was born of jealousy of this city was revealed 
by the criticism of an opponent of tne bill 


who upon the floor of the House prophesied . 


that New York would, if it reached too far in 
the endeavor to outdo Chicago, experience 
the fate of Alexander the Great—defeat.

“nore money the Tammany School Board of 
New York apends, and they usually wind up 
by telling what men of rare attainments they 
have induced to take the big sularies.

superintendents and supernumeraries, in the 
office foree, and in the list of special teachers 
during the last six years. The vague answer 
of the School Board in the past has been “ an- 
nexation.’’ Let the comparison then be made 
between the force of superintendents, super- 
numeraries, and special teachers the year 
after arnexation—1890—and the present 
year.’ Let there be a ‘comparison also be- 
tween the office force this year and the office 
force in 1890, Let the salaries of princt- 
pals in the suburbs before annexation be 
compared with the salaries that are paid now. 
Let the Finance committee insist on a de- 
tailed statement of the estimates, the amounts 
needed for the office force, for - superintend- 
ence, for special teachers, for principals, etc., 
and let the appropriation be made on this 
basis.

THE DROP IN SILVER. 

The average price of silver in the London 
market for last month was only $1.46 pence 
per ounce of the British standard of fineness, 
which is 37 parts of pure silver to 3 parts of 
alloy. The price has touched 804 pence 
more than once since the close of last year, 
that being but ashade more than half the 
60% pence which used to be considered the 
commercial value of the ounce of silvet of the 
British standard of fineness.. W ednesday it 
fell still lower, to 29 13-16, making’ our 
silver dollar worth only 5014 cents. The futil- 
ity of legislation to keep up the price when 
silver was being produced in abundance at 
much lower figures is shown in the fact stated 
by the New York Tribune that from the high- 
est point ever touclied during al! the previous 
century since quotations of silver began to 
the lowest point ever touched in all the cent. 
ury previous to the election of 1890, the fall 
was only about 20 pence, er less than 33 per 
cent. After the latter date the fall was more 
than 40 per cent in less than three years. 
The same paper calls attention to the fact 
that confidence in the workings of the Sher- 
manlaw of 1890 was destroyed by the silver 
mien themselves before they had tried it at 
all. The act was at best a compromise, 
adopted in the hope of terminating agitation 
by the free silver men, yet before it had been 
in operation three months they repudiated it 
and yoted to demand free coinage instead, 

éfalliance of silver men and Democrats 
started out to rule the country and enrich 
ilver froducers by a short road. The result 
has been a fall of more than 40 per cent in 
the price in the two years and nine months 
ending with last June, when the price in Lon. 
don dropped to 3014 pence per ounce.
